INTRODUCTORY NOTE 

The nmne Conf-ucuis is the latinized form of the Chinese char^. 
acters, K‘ung Foo-tsze, meaning *^The master, ICungf The 
bearer of this name was born of an ancient and distinguished, 
family in .the district of Tsow, in the present province of Shen- 
tung, China,. B. C. 551. His father zaas a soldier of reputation 
and governor of Tsow, but not a man of wealth Confucius 
married at nineteen, and in his early manhood held a minor 
office; but within a few years he became a public teacher, and 
soon attracted numerous disciples. Rising in reputation, he was 
invited to the court of Chow, where he investigated the tradi- 
tional ceremonies and maxims of the ruling dynasty; and in the 
following year visited another state where he studied the ancient 
music • When he zvas nearly fifty, in the year soo B. C., he again 
took office, becoming in turn chief magistrate of the town of 
Clning-too, Assistant-Superintendent of Works to the Ruler of 
Loo, and finally Minister of Crime, In spite of almost miracu- 
lous efficiency, he lost the support of his ruler in 406 B, C.; and 
until his death in ijyB B. C,, he wandered from state to state, 
sometimes well-treated, sometimes enduring severe hardships, 
always saddened by the refusal of the turhilent potentates to he 
guided by his beneficent counsels. No sooner was he dead, hozv- 
ever, than his wisdom zoas recognized by peasant and emperor 
alike; admiration rose to veneration, veneration to zvorship. 
Sacrifices zvcrc ofrered to him, temples built in his honor, and 
a cult csfablislicd zvhich has lasted almost two thousand years, 

Confucius did not regard himself as an innovator, but as the 
conservator of ancient truth and ceremonial propriety. He dealt 
zviih neither theology nor metaphysics, but with moral and po- 
litical conduct. 

The Lun Yu, Analects or Sayings- of Confucius, were probably 
compiled, says Legge, the disciples of the disciples of the 
sage, making free use of the written memorials concerning him 
vuhich they had received, and the oral statements which they 
had heard, from ilicir several masters. And we shall not be 
far Wf'ong, if we determine its date as about the beginning of 
the third, or the end of the fourth century before ChristT

[7] Tzu-hsia^ said : “ If a man honour worth and forsake 
lust, serve father and mother with all his strength, be ready 
to give his life for the king, and keep faith with his friends; 
though men may call him rude, I call him learned.”

[jo] Tzu-ch'in^ said.to- Tzu-kmig^: " The Master, on' Gom- 
ing to a country, learns all about the government : does he 
ask, or is it told him?” 

Tztt-kung said: "The Master learns it by his, warmth and: 
honesty, by politeness, modesty, and yielding. The way that

In the king's presence he looked intent and solemn. 

[5] When the king bade him receive guests, his face 
seemed to change, his knees to bend. He bowed left and 
right to those beside him, straightened his robes in front 
and behind, and sped forward, his elbows spread like wings. 
When the guest had left, he always reported it, saying: 
“ The guest has ceased to look back.'' 

[4} Entering the palace gate he stooped, as though it 
were too low for him. He did not stand in the middle of 
the gate, nor step on the threshold. 

Passing the throne, his face seemed to change, his knees 
to bend, he spake with bated breath. 

Mounting the dais, he lifted his robes, bowed his back and 
masked his breathing, till it seemed to stop. 

Coming down, his face relaxed below the first step, and 
bore a pleased look. From the foot of the steps he sped 
forward, his elbows spread like wings; and when again in 
his seat he looked intent as before. 

[5] When bearing the sceptre, his back bent, as under too 
heavy a burden. He held his hands not higher than in 
bowing, nor lower than in giving a present He wore an 
awed look and dragged his feet, as th ugh they were fet- 
tered,.'';" 

When presenting royal gifts his manner was formal; 
but he was cheerful at the private audience. 

[d] This gentleman was never arrayed in maroon 
scarlet; even at home he would not don red or purple. 

In hot weather he wore itniined linen clothes, but always 
over other garments. 
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Over lamb-skill he wore black, over fawn he wore white, 
over fox-skin he wore yellow. At home he wore a long 
fur robe, with the right sleeve short. 

He always had his nightgown half as long again as his 
body. 

In the house he wore fox or badger skin for warmth. 

When out of mourning there was nothing wanting from 
his girdle. 

Except for court dress, he was sparing of stuff. 

He did not wear lamb's fur, or a black cap, on a visit 
of condolence. 

On the first day of the moon he always went to court in 
court dress. 

[y] On fast days he always donned clothes of pale hue, 
changed his food, and moved from his wonted seat. 

[^] He did not dislike his rice cleaned with care, nor his 
hash chopped small. 

He did not eat sour or mouldy rice, putrid fish, or tainted 
meat Aught discoloured, or high, badly cooked, or out of 
season, he would not eat. He would not eat what was 
badly cut, or a dish with the wrong sauce. A choice of 
meats could not tempt him to eat more than he had a relish 
for. To wine alone he set no limit, but he did not drink 
till he got fuddled. 

He did not drink bought wine, or eat ready-dried market 
meat. 

Ginger was never missing at table. 

He did not eat much. 

After sacrifice at the palace he would not keep the meat 
over night, at home not more than three days. If kept 
longer it was not eaten. , 

He did not talk at meals, nor speak when in bed. 

Though there were but coarse rice and vegetable soup, he 
made his offering with all reverence. 

[p] If his mat were not straight, he would not sit 
down. 

[jo] When drinking with the villagers, as those with 
staves left, he left too. 

At the village exorcisms he donned court dress, and stood 
on the eastern steps.

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, ' [ii] When sending inquiries to another land, he' bowed 
twice, and' saw his messenger out. 

On K'ang making him a gift of medicine, he accepted 
it with a bow, saying:' do not know it:' I dare not taste 
it” ', 

[ I-?] His stables having been burnt, the Master, on his 
return from court, said: /"Is any one hurt?” He did not 
ask' after the horses. 

[ij] When the king sent him bake-meat, he set his mat 
straight, and tasted it first. When the king sent him 
paw meat, he had it cooked for sacrifice. When the king 
sent a living beast, he had him reared. 

When dining in attendance on the king, the king made 
the offering, Confucius ate of things first. 

On the king coming to see him in sickness, he turned his 
face to the east and had his court dress spread across him, 
with the girdle over it. 

When summoned by the king, he walked, without waiting 
for his carriage. 

[14] On entering the Great Temple he asked how each 
thing was done. 

[15] When a friend died who had no home to go to, he 
said: ""It is for me to bury him.” 

When a friend sent a gift, even of a carriage and horses, 
he did not bow. He only bowed for sacrificial meat. 

[id] He did not sleep like a corpse. At home he unbent. 

On meeting a mourner, and were he a friend, his face 
changed. Even in everyday clothes, when he met any one 
in full dress, or a blind man, his face grew staid. 

When he met men in mourning he bowed over the cross- 
bar; to the census-bearers he bowed over the cross-bar. 

Before choice meats he rose with changed look. At sharp 
thunder, or fierce wind, his look changed. 

[jy] In mounting his chariot he stood straight and 
grasped the cord. When in his chariot he did not look 
round, speak fast, or point. 

[j^] Seeing a man^s face, she rose, flew round and settled. 

The Master said : "" Hen pheasant on the ridge, it is the 
season, it is the season ” 

He and T2:u-Iu got on the scent thrice and then she rose.

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THE BOOK OF JOB 


INTRODUCTORY NOTE 

The Book of Job is one of the great masterpieces, not only of 
'Mehrew, hut of all literature. The vividness of its pictures, the 
rapidity of its narrative, the poignancy of its lyric passages, the 
passionate boldness of its attack on one of the gi^eat universal 
problems of human life, all raise it to the level of the highest 
achievements in the literature of any tongue. 

As a book, it is difficult to classify. Its prologue and epilogue 
are narrative prose; and though the poetical dialogue of the 
central part of the work at first suggests drama, there is no 
action portrayed in the speeches, and they are in themselves 
sometimes didactic and argumentative, often lyrical, hardly at 
all strictly dramatic. There can scarcely be any doubt that the 
author^s main interest was in the solution of the problem sug^ 
gested by the spectacle of the righteous man in distress. 

Of the authorship, nothing is known, Moses, Solomon, Isaiah, 
Job hhnself, and many others have been suggested, hut none of 
them on grounds tvorthy of consideration. If has been thought 
that the story of Job^s experiences may have long existed in 
popular form; and that this old folk'^tale may have been taken 
up by some imhiown author who saw its possibilities, and who, 
with superb artistic power and a profound sense of the mystery 
of life, retold the incidents and added the elaborate speeches of 
Job, of his friends, and finally of the Almighty, 

Job himself is pictured as belonging to patriarchal times, and 
living, not in Palestine, but in the land of Uz, probably to the 
east, on the borders of Arabia, The period of the author has 
been very variously conjectured, and may have been as late as 
400 B, C, 

The authenticity of several parts of the work has been dis- 
puted, the speech of Elihu especially being regarded by many 
modern scholars for various and weighty reasons as a later 
interpolation.

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THE BOOK OF PSALMS 


INTRODUCTORY NOTE 

IHE Booh of Psalms is a great collection of the religious 
lyrics of the Hebrew people. Of unknown authorship, and of 
uncertain dates, these hymns were gathered and arranged, in part 
a-t least, for use in the services of the Temple at Jerusalem; but 
their profundity of feeling, their simplicity of expression, and 
the variety of the religious experiences with which they deal 
have found them a welcome in the hearts of devout people far 
beyond the limits of Judaism. 

The Psalms as they have come down to us are divided info 
five Books, each ending with a doxology; hut it is probable that 
these divisions are of a later date than the actual collecting 
of the poems. One hundred of them are attached to individual 
names; and these names were long supposed to indicate the 
authors. Thus to David are attributed seventy-three, to Asaph 
twelve, to Moses one, to Solomon two, to the sons of Korah 
eleven. These ascriptions are, however, later than the Psalms 
themselves, and are by no means to be relied on, many of them 
being demonstrably false. The only poems which are now uni-- 
versally ascribed to David are those in 2 Samuel, 2 and III; it 
is doubtful whether he wrote any of the Psalms. 

The question of the dates of the Psalms is almost as difficult 
as that of the authorship. Some have been supposed to be as 
old as goo B. C.; none is likely to he later than the beginning 
of the second century B. C.; and their composition probably 
extended over more than five hundred years. 

The religious moods to which they give utterance are manifold. 
Adoration and thanksgiving, prayer and penitence and impreca- 
tion, history and prophecy, the general worship of a whole peo- 
ple and the intimate impulses of an individual soul — all these and 
many more are represented in this supreme collection of sacred 
:song,.::y.

INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


The Booh of Ecclesiastes^ in Hebrew, ^‘Kohelethl is now 
generally regarded by scholars as of late date, perhaps about 
the third century before Christ The ascription of the author- 
ship to Solomon in the opening sentence was probably meant 
merely as a literary device, Solomon being chosen as a pre- 
eminent type of the man who kad^^had opportunity to test all 
that life has to offer. Of the actual author nothing is known. 

The general spirit of the work is despondent, even pessimistic. 
The opening sentences strike the keynote; and though the book 
contains many contradictions, there is no question as to its pre- 
vailing tone. Nowhere else in the Old Testament is there such 
insistence on the futility of human endeavor, such cold-blooded 
proclaiming of the vanity of the attempts of man to dignify 
his existence. Yet the hook has, as has been said, many incon- 
sistencies; and it closes with an epilogue so different from the 
general tone and, in some respects, so contrary to it, that the 
hypothesis of a plurality of authors has naturally been proposed. 
Even those who interpret the contradictions in the body of the 
work as expressions of the varying moods of one author, grant, 
as a rule, that the epilogue (XII, 9-14) is a later addition; while 
others account for such opposite views as are found, for ex- 
ample in VIII, le-ig and VIII, 14, as due to the insertion of 
protests by some more orthodox and pious writer. 

However these things are to he explained, the booh is one of 
the great utterances of that m-ood of despair which the per- 
plexities of life, and the weariness of struggle or satiety, cause 
to descend at times upon the human spirit in all epochs and 
under all civilisations. Its religious value has often been de- 
bated; there is no question as to its standing as literature.

INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


The *^Gospel according to Luke^’ was probably written not far 
from the year 70 A. D. It is quoted in the first half of the 
second century, and in a fragment dated about 175 A, D. we 
find the earliest extant ascription of the authorship to Luke, 
The third Gospel, says the so-called Canon of Muratorif^ 
^%uke compiled in his own name from report, the physician whom 
Paul took with him after the ascension of Christ, as it were, 
for a traveling companion; hozoever he did not himself see 
the Lord in the flesh, and hence begins his account with the 
birth of JohnT Eusebius states that Luke was born at Antioch, 
and Paul seems to imply that he was a Gentile, 

The sources from which the compilation was made are still a 
matter of dispute. Much of the narrative of events seems to he 
drawn from *Mark^^; of the speeches, from that collection of the 
discourses of Chnst which is supposed by scholars to lie behind 
the gospel of Matthew/* But the author of '^Liike’* had peculiar * 
sources not used by the other evangelists ; and from these come 
some of the most precious contents of this gospel. 

There has been much discussion on the question as to the ex^ 
istence in '‘Luke** of a Jewish or of a Gentile bias. Those who find 
it markedly Jewish in tone incline to distrust the tradition ascrtb^ 
ing its composition to the Gentile physician; those who regard it 
as the Pauline gospel naturally find it easier to associate it with 
the companion of the apostle to the Gentiles. The question is 
closely connected with the authorship of “The Acts of the Apos- 
tles/* a continuation of “Luke** by the same hand, which is gen- 
erally admitted to contain descriptions of PauVs travels recorded 
by his companion. 

The author, whether Luke or another, opens by stating his 
purpose to he to trace accurately and in order “those matters 
which have been fulfilled among us/* Jt would be an imperii-* 
nence to comment on the importance to mankind of the carrying 
cut of his purpose. 
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ORASMUCH as many have taken in hand to draw 

W up a narrative concerning those matters which have 
--4- been fulfilled^ among us, even as they delivered 
them unto us, who from the beginning were eyewitnesses 
and ministers of the word, [y] it seemed good to me also, 
having traced the course of all things accurately from 
the first, to write unto thee in order, most excellent Theoph- 
' ; [4\ that thou niightest know the certainty concern- 

ing the things® wherein® thou wast instructed. 


[ 5 ] There w?as in the days of Herod, king of Jttdsea, a 
certain priest named Zacharias, of the course of Abijah: 
and he had a wife of the daughters of Aaron, and her name

[^0] And the child grew, and waxed strong, filled"^ with 
wisdom: and the grace of God was upon him. 

[^j] And his parents went every year to Jerusalem at the 
feast of the passover. [42] And when he was twelve years 
old, they went up after the custom of the feast; \_4s\ and 
when they had fulfilled the days, as they were returning, 
the boy Jesus tarried behitid in Jerusalem; and his parents 
knew it not; [44] but supposing him to be in the company, 
they went a day^s journey; and they sought for him among 
their kinsfolk and acquaintance: [^5] and when they found 
him not, they returned to Jerusalem, seeking for him. [46I 
And it came to pass, after three days they found him in the 
temple, sitting in the midst of the teachers, both hearing 
them, and asking them questions: and all that heard 

him were amazed at his understanding and his answers. 
I4S] And when they saw him, they were astonished; and 
his mother said unto him, Son,^* why hast thou thus dealt 
with us? behold, thy father and I sought thee sorrowing,

And they understood not the saying which he spake unto 
them. [51] And he went down with them, and came to

[i] Now in the fifteenth year of the reign of Tiberius 
C^sar, Pontius Pilate being governor of Judjsea, and Plerod 
being tetrarch of Galilee, and his brother Philip tetrarch 
of the region of Ituraea and Trachonitis, and Lysanias 
tetrarch of Abilene, [-?] in the high-priesthood of Annas 
and Caiaphas, the word of God came unto John the son of 
Zacharias in the wilderness, [j] And he came into all the 
region round about the Jordan, preaching the baptism of 
repentance unto remission of sins; [^] as it is written in 
the book of the words of Isaiah the prophet, 

The voice of one crying in the wilderness. 

Make ye ready the way of the Lord, 

Make his paths straight 
[5] Every valley shall be filled. 

And every mountain and hill shall be brought low; 
And the crooked shall become straight, 

And the rough ways smooth; 

[d] And all flesh shall see the salvation of God. 

[y] He said therefore to the multitudes that went out to 
be baptized of him, Ye offspring of vipers, who warned 
you to flee from the wrath to come? [ 5 ] Bring forth 
therefore fruits worthy of repentance,^ and begin not to say 
within yourselves. We have Abraham to our father: for I 
say unto you, that God is able of these stones to raise up 
children unto Abraham, [p] And even now the axe also 
lieth at the root of the trees: every tree therefore that 
bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn down, and cast into 
the fire, [lo] And the multitudes asked him, saying, 
What then must we do? [jj] And he answered and said 
unto them. He that hath two coats, let him impart to him 
that hath none ; and he that hath food, let him do !ikewise«

[z^] And there came also publicans® to be baptized, and 
they said unto him, Teacher, what must we do? [ij] And 
he said unto them, Extort no more than that which is 
appointed you. [i^] And soldiers® also asked him, saying, 
And we, what must we do ? And he said unto them, Extort 
from no man by violence, neither accuse any one wrong- 
fully; and be content with your wages. 

[75] And as the people were in expectation, and all men 
reasoned in their hearts concerning John, whether haply he 
were the Christ; [id] John answered^ saying unto them 
all, I indeed baptize you with water; but there cometh he 
that is mightier than I, the latchet of whose shoes I am 
not w^orthy^ to unloose: he shall baptize you in® the Holy 
Spirit and in fire: [zy] whose fan is in his hand, thor- 
oughly to cleanse his threshing-floor, and to gather the 
wheat into his garner; but the chaff he will burn up with 
unquenchable fire. 

[z^] With many other exhortations therefore preached 
he good^ tidings unto the people; [zp] but Herod the 
tetrarch, being reproved by him for Herodias his brother’s 
wife, and for all the evil things which Herod had done, 
[eo] added this also to them all, that he shut up John in 
prison. 

[ex'] Now it came to pass, when all the people were bap- 
tized, that, Jesus also having been baptized, and praying, 
the heaven was opened, and the Holy Spirit descended 
in a bodily form, as a dove, upon him, and a voice came out 
of heaven, Thou art my beloved Son; in thee I am well 
pleased. 

[2s\ And Jesus himself, when he began to teach, was 
about thirty years of age, being the son (as was supposed) 
of Joseph, the son of Heli, [241 the son of Matthat, the 
son of Levi, the son of Melchi, the son of Jannai, the son of 
Joseph, [^5] the son of Mattathias, the son of Amos, the 
son of Nahum, the son of Esli, the son of Naggai, [26] the 
son of Maath, the son of Mattathias, the son of Semein, 
the son of Josech, the son of Joda, [^y] the son of Joanan, the 
son of Rhesa, the son of Zerubbabel, the son of Shealtiel/

And he did 
eat nothing in those days: and when they were completed, 
he hungered [j] And tlie devil said unto him, If thou art 
the Son of God, command this stone that it become bread J 
I4] And Jesus answered unto him. It is written, Man shall 
not live by bread alone. [5] And he led him up, and showed 
him all the kingdoms of the® world in a moment of time, 
[d] And the devil said unto him, To thee will I give all this 
authority, and the glory of them : for it hath been delivered 
unto me; and to whomsoever I will I give it. [7] If thou 
therefore wilt worship® before me, it shall all be thine. [^] 
And Jesus answered and said unto him, It is written, Thou 
shalt worship the Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou

pinnacle* of the temple, and said unto him. If thou art the 
Son of God, cast thyself down from hence: [jo] for it is 
written. 

He shall give his angels charge concerning thee, to 
guard thee: 

[ij] and. 

On their hands they shall bear thee up, 

Lest haply thou dash thy foot against a stone. 

[j^] And Jesus answering said unto him, It is said. Thou 
shalt not make trial of the Lord thy God. 

[jj] And when the devil had completed every temptation, 
he departed from him for^ a season. 

[j^] And Jesus returned in the power of the Spirit into 
Galilee: and a fame went out concerning him through all 
the region round about [15] And he taught in their 
synagogues, being glorified of all. 

[id] And he came to Nazareth, where he had been 
brought up: and he entered, as his custom was, into the 
synagogue on the sabbath day, and stood up to read. [17] 
And there was delivered unto him the® book of the prophet 
Isaiah. And he opened the book,^ and found the place where 
it was written, 

[j<S'] The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 

Because® he anointed me to preach good® tidings to 
the poor: 

He hath sent me to proclaim release to the captives, 
And recovering of sight to the blind, 

To set at liberty them that are bruised, 

[jp] To proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord. 

[ 20 ] And he closed the book,“ and gave it back to the 
attendant, and sat down: and the eyes of all in the syna- 
gogue were fastened on him, [^i] And he began to say 
unto them. To-day hath this scripture been fulfilled In your 
ears. [ 22 ] And all bare him witness, and wondered at the 
words of grace which proceeded out of his mouth: and they 
said, Is not this Josephus son? [^j] And he said unto them. 
Doubtless ye will say unto me this parable, Physician,

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heal thyself: whatsoever we have heard done at Capernaum, 
do also here in thine own country^ [ 24 ] And he said, Verily 
I say unto you, No prophet is acceptable in his own country. 

But of a truth I say unto you, There were many 
widows in Israel in the days of Elijah, when the heaven 
was shut up three years and six months, when there came 
a great famine over all the land; and unto none of 
them was Elijah sent, but only to Zarephath,'^ in the land 
of Sidon, unto a woman that was a widow. [27] And there 
were many lepers in Israel in the time of Elisha the 
prophet; and none of them was cleansed, but only Naaman 
the Syrian. [^ 5 ] And they were all filled with wrath in 
the synagogue, as they heard these things; and they 

rose up, and cast him forth out of the city, and led him 
unto the brow of the hill whereon their city was built, 
that they might throv/ him down headlong, [jo] But he 
passing through the midst of them went his way. 

[ji] And he came down to Capernaum, a city of Galilee. 
And he was teaching them on the sabbath day: [j^] and 
they were astonished at his teaching; for his word was with 
authority, [jj] And in the synagogue there was a man, 
that had a spirit of an unclean demon; and he cried out 
with a loud voice, [y^] Ah P what have we to do with thee, 
Jesus thou Nazarene? art thou come to destroy us? I know 
thee who thou art, the Holy One of God. [55] And Jesus 
rebuked him, saying. Hold thy peace, and come out of him. 
And when the demon had thrown him down in the midst, 
he came out of him, having done him no hurt [jd] And 
amazement came upon all, and they spake together, one 
with another, saying, What is this^* word? for with author- 
ity and power he commandeth the unclean spirits, and they 
come out. [57] And there went forth a rumor concerning 
him into every place of the region round about. 

And he rose up from the synagogue, and entered 
into the house of Simon. And Simon’s wife’s mother was 
holden with a great fever; and they besought him for her. 
[jp] And he stood over her, and rebuked the fever ; and it left 
her : and immediately she rose up and ministered unto them.

And rebuking them, 
he suffered them not to speak, because they knew that he 
was the Christ. 

I43] And when it was day, he came out and went into a 
desert place: and the multitudes sought after him, and came 
unto him and would have stayed him, that he should not 
go from them, [//j] But he said unto them, I must preach 
the” good tidings of the kingdom- of God to the other cities 
also: for therefore was I sent 

[44] And he was preaching in the synagogues of Galilee.^^ 

V 

[i] Now it came to pass, while the multitude pressed 
upon him and heard the word of God, that he was standing 
by the lake of Gennesaret ; [s'] and he saw two boats stand- 
ing by the lake: but the fishemen had gone out of them, 
and were washing their nets, [y] And he entered into one 
of the boats, which was Simon’s, and asked him to put 
out a little from the land. And he sat down and taught 
the multitudes out of the boat [4] And when he had left 
speaking, he said unto Simon, Put out into the deep, and 
let down your nets for a draught. [5] And Simon an-swered 
and said, Master, we toiled all night, and took nothing: but 
at thy word I will let down the nets. [6] And when they 
had done this, they inclosed a great multitude of fishes; 
and their nets were breaking; [y] and they beckoned unto 
their partners in the other boat, that they should come and 
help them. And they came, and filled both the boats, so 
that they began to sink. [^] But Simon Peter, when he 
saw it, fell down at Jesus’ knees, saying, Depart from me; 
for I am a sinful man, O Lord* [p] For he was amazed, 
and all that were with him, at the draught of the fishes 
which they had taken; [lo] and so were also James^ and

[j^] And it came to pass, while he was in one - of the 
cities, behold, a man full of leprosy: and when he saw 
Jesus, /he fell on his, face, and besought him, saying, Lord, 
if thou wilt, thou canst make me clean. [15] And he 
stretched forth his hand, and touched him, saying, I will; be 
thou made clean. And straightway the leprosy departed 
from him. [i-f] And he charged him to tell no man: but go 
tliy way, and show thyself to the priest, and offer for thy 
cleansing, according as Moses commanded, for a testimony 
unto them. [15] But so much the more went abroad the 
report concerning him : and great multitudes came together 
to hear, and to be healed of their infirmities, [id] But he 
withdrew himself in the deserts, and prayed. 

[if] And it came to pass on one of those days, that he 
was teaching; and there were Pharisees and doctors of the 
law sitting by, who were come out of every village of 
Galilee and Judssa and Jerusalem: and the power of the 
Lord was with him to® heal. [i« 5 ] And behold, men bring 
on a bed a man that was palsied: and they sought to bring 
him in, and to lay him before him. [ip] And not finding 
by what way they might bring him in because of the multi- 
tude, they went up to the housetop, and let him down 
through the tiles with his couch into the midst before Jesus. 
1^0] And seeing their faith, he said, Man, thy sins are for- 
given thee. [<ai] And the scribes and the Pharisees began 
to reason, saying. Who is this that speaketh blasphemies? 
Who can forgive sins, but God alone? {^2} But Jesus per- 
ceiving their reasonings,^ answered and said unto them, 
Why^ reason ye in your hearts? [ 2 j] Which is easier, to 
say, Thy sins are forgiven thee; or to say. Arise and walk? 
[241 But that ye may know that the Son of man hath author- 
ity on earth to forgive sins (he said unto him that was 
palsied), I say unto thee, Arise, and take up thy couch, and 
go unto thy house. [^5] And immediately he rose up before

publican,® named Levi, sitting at the place of toll, and said 
unto him. Follow me. 1 ^ 8 ] And he forsook all, and rose 
up and followed him. 

[^p] And Levi made him a great feast in his house: and 
there was a great multitude of publicans® and of others that 
were sitting at meat with them, [jo] And the^ Pharisees 
and their scribes murmured against his disciples, saying, 
Why do ye eat and drink with the publicans® and sinners? 
[51] And Jesus answering said unto them, They that are in® 
health have no need of a physician; but they that are sick, 
[ja] I am not come to call the righteous but sinners to 
repentance. 

[jj] "^^d they said unto him, The disciples of John fast 
often, and make supplications; likewise also the disciples 
of the Pharisees; but thine eat and drink. [34] And Jesus 
said unto them, Can ye make the sons® of the bride-chamber 
fast, while the bridegroom is with them? [33] But the days 
will come; and when the bridegroom shall be taken away 
from them, then will they fast in those days, [jd] And he 
spake also a parable unto them: No man rendeth a piece 
from a new garment and putteth it upon an old garment; 
else he will rend the new, and also the piece from the new 
will not agree with the old. [jy] And no man putteth new 
wine into old wine-skins else the new wine will burst 
the skins, and itself will be spilled, and the skins will perish. 

But new wine must be put into fresh wine-skins, [jp] 
And no man having drunk old wine desireth new; for he 
saith, The old is good.^ 

VI 

[i] Now it came to pass on a sabbath/ that he was going 
through the grainfields; and his disciples plucked the ears,

bread, and gave also to them that were with him; which it 
is not lawful to eat save for the priests alone? [5] And 
he said unto them, The Son of man is lord of the sabbath, 

[d] And it came to pass on another sabbath, that he 
entered into the synagogue and taught : and there was a man 
there, and his right hand was withered, [7] And the 
scribes and the Pharisees watched him, whether he would 
heal on the sabbath; that they might find how to accuse 
him. [ 5 ] But he knew their thoughts; and he said to the 
man that had his hand withered, Rise up, and stand forth 
in the midst. And he arose and stood forth, [p] And 
Jesus said unto them, I ask you, Is it lawful on the sab- 
bath to do good, or to do harm? to save a life, or to destroy 
it? [jo] And he looked round about on them all, and said 
unto him, Stretch forth thy hand. And he did so: and his 
hand was restored, [ii] But they w^ere filled with mad- 
ness;® and communed one with another what they might do 
to Jesus. 

[i^] And it came to pass in these days, that he went out 
into the mountain to pray; and he continued all night in 
prayer to God. [ij] And when it was day, he called his 
disciples; and he chose from them twelve, whom also he 
named apostles: [14] Simon, whom he also named Peter, 
and Andrew his brother, and James® and John, and Philip 
and Bartholomew, [15] and Matthew and Thomas, and 
James® the son of Alphssus, and Simon who was called the 
Zealot, [id] and Judas the son^ of James,® and Judas 
Iscariot, who became a traitor; [17] and he came down 
with them, and stood on a level place, and a great multitude 
of his disciples, and a great number of the people from all 
Jud^a and Jerusalem, and the sea coast of Tyre and 
Sidon, who came to hear him, and to be healed of their 
diseases; [j<?] and they that -were troubled with unclean

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spirits were liealed. [ip] And all the multitude sought to 
touch him; for power came forth from him, and healed 
them all 

[20] And he lifted up his eyes on his disciples, and said, 
Blessed are ye poor : for yours is the kingdom of God. [^1] 
Blessed are ye that hunger now: for ye shall be filled. 
Blessed are ye that weep now; for ye shall laugh, [ee] 
Blessed are ye, when men shall hate you, and when they 
shall separate you from their company, and reproach you, 
and cast out your name as evil, for the Son of man's sake. 
[22] Rejoice in that day, and leap for joy: for behold, your 
reward is great in heaven; for in the same manner did 
their fathers unto the prophets. {24] But woe unto you 
that are rich ! for ye have received your consolation. [^5] 
Woe unto you, ye that are full now! for ye shall hungei*. 
Woe unto you, ye that laugh now ! for ye shall mourn and 
weep, [^d] Woe unto you, ’when all men shall speak well 
of you! for in the same manner did their fathers to the 
false prophets. 

{2f1 But I say unto you that hear, Love your enemies, 
do good to them that hate you, IBS'] bless them that curse 
you, pray for them that despitefully use you. [.ap] To him 
that smiteth thee on the one cheek offer also the other; 
and from him that taketh away thy cloak withhold not thy 
coat also, [jo] Give to every one that asketh thee; and 
of him that taketh away thy goods ask them not again, 
[ji] And as ye would that men should do to you, do ye also 
to them likewise, [j^] And if ye love them that love you, 
what thank have ye? for even sinners love those that love 
them, [jj] And if ye do good to them that do good to 
you, what thank have ye? for even sinners do the same, 
{ 24 ^ And if ye lend to them of whom ye hope to receive, 
what thank have ye ? even sinners lend to sinners, to receive 
again as much, [55] But love your enemies, and do them 
good, and lend, never*' despairing; and your reward shall 
be great, and ye shall he sons of the Most High : for he is 
kind toward the unthankful and evil, [jd] Be ye merciful, 
even as your Father is merciful. [57] And judge not, and 
ye shall not be judged: and^ condemn not, and ye shall not

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be condemned: release^ and ye shall be released: [j^] give, 
aiid^' it shall be given unto .you; good measure, pressed dovm, 
shaken together, running .over, shall they give into ' your 
bosom.. .For with what measure ye mete it shall be meas- 
ured to you again. 

■ [jp] And he spake also a parable unto them, Can the 
blind guide the blind? shall they not both fall into a pit? 
[40I "The' disciple, is not above bis teacher: but' tv tty one,' 
when, he is perfected shall be as his teacher. [41] And why 
beholdest thou the mote that is in thy brother's eye, but 
considerest not the beam that is in thine own eye? [4^] 
Or how canst thou say to thy brother, Brother, let me cast 
out the mote that is in thine eye, when thou thyself be- 
holdest not the beam that is in thine own eye? Thou hypo- 
crite, cast out first the beam out of thine own eye, and then 
shalt thou see clearly to cast out the mote that is in thy 
brother's eye. \_4s'\ For there is no good tree that bringeth 
forth corrupt fruit; nor again a corrupt tree that bringeth 
forth good fruit [44] For each tree is knovm by its own 
fruit For of thorns men do not gather figs, nor of a 
bramble bush gather they grapes. [^5] The good man out 
of the good treasure of his heart bringeth forth that which 
is good; and the evil man out of the evil treasure bringeth 
forth that which is evil: for out of the abundance of the 
heart his mouth speaketh. 

[46] And why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and do not the 
things which I say? [^7] Every one that cometh unto me, 
and heareth my -words, and doeth them, I will show you 
to whom he Is like : [4^] he is like a man building a house, 
who digged and w-ent deep, and laid a foundation upon the 
rock: and when a flood arose, the stream brake against 
that house, and could not shake it: because® it had been 
well builded. [49] But he that heareth,^ and doeth® not, is 
like a man that built a house upon the earth without a 
foundation; against w^hich the stream brake, and straight- 
way it fell in ; and the ruin of that house was great.

[i] After lie had ended all his sayings in the ears o£ the 
people, he entered into Capernaum. 

[^] And a certain centurion’s servant/ who was dear^ unto 
him, was sick and at the point of death, [j] And when he 
heard concerning Jesus, he sent unto him elders of the Jews, 
asking him that he would come and save his servant.^ [4] 
And they, w’^hen they came to Jesus, besought him earnestly, 
saying, He is worthy that thou shouldest do this for him; 
[5] for he loveth our nation, and himself built us our syna- 
gogue. [d] And Jesus went with them. And when he was 
now not far from the house, the centurion sent friends to 
him, saying unto him, Lord, trouble not 'thyself ; for I am 
not worthy® that thou shouldest come under my roof: [7] 
wherefore neither thought I myself worthy to come unto 
thee : but say the* word, and my servant® shall be healed. [^] 
For I also am a man set under authority, having under my- 
self soldiers: and I say to this one, Go, and he goeth; and 
to another, Come, and he cometh; and to my servant,® Do 
this, and he doeth it [p] And when Jesus heard these 
things, he marvelled at him, and turned and said unto the 
multitude that followed him, I say unto you, I have not 
found so great faith, no, not in Israel. [lo] And they that 
were sent, returning to the house, found the servant® whole. 

[ij] And it came to pass soon^ afterwards, that he went 
to a city called Nain ; and his disciples went with him, and a 
great multitude, [j^] Now when he drew near to the gate 
of the city, behold, there was carried out one that was dead, 
the only son of his mother, and she was a widow : and much 
people of the city was with her. [jj] And v/hen the Lord 
saw her, he had compassion on her, and said unto her. Weep 
not [14] And he came nigh and touched the bier: and the 
bearers stood still. And he said, Young man, I say unto thee, 
Arise. [15] And he that was dead sat up, and began to 
speak. And he gave him to his mother, [id] And fear took 
hold on all : and they glorified God, saying, A great prophet

And this report went forth concerning him in the whole of 
Jud^a, and all the region round about. 

[j^] And the disciples of John told him of all these things, 
[jp] And John calling unto him two® of his disciples sent 
them to the Lord, saying, Art thou he that cometh, or look 
we for another? [20] And when the men were come unto 
him, they said, John the Baptist hath sent us unto thee, say- 
ing, Art thou he that cometh, or look we for another? [21] 
In that hour he cured many of diseases and plagues® and 
evil spirits ; and on many that were blind he bestowed sight 
[22] And he answered and said unto them, Go and tell John 
the things which ye have seen and heard; the blind receive 
their sight, the lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, and the 
deaf hear, the dead are raised up, the poor have good’'® 
tidings preached to them, [^j] And blessed is he, whosoever 
shall find no occasion of stumbling in me. 

{241 And when the messengers of John were departed, he 
began to say unto the multitudes concerning John, What 
went ye out into the wilderness to behold? a reed shaken 
with the wind? [25] But what went ye out to see? a man 
clothed in soft raiment? Behold, they that are gorgeously 
apparelled, and live delicately, are in kings’' courts, 

But what went ye out to see ? a prophet ? Yea, I say unto you, 
and much more than a prophet [^y] This is he of whom it 
is written, 

Behold, I send my messenger before thy face. 

Who shall prepare thy way before thee. 

128] I say unto you, Among them that are born of women 
there is none greater than John : yet he that is but^ little in 
the kingdom of God is greater than he. [^p] And all the 
people when they heard, and the publicans,’’* justified God, 
being’® baptized with the baptism of John, [jo] But the 
Pharisees and the lawyers rejected for themselves the coun- 
sel of God, being^ not baptized of him. [jj] Whereunto 
then shall I liken the men of this generation, and to what 
are they like? [52] They are like unto children that sit in 
the marketplace, and call one to another ; who say, We piped

unto you, and ye did not dance; we wailed, and ye did not 
weep, [jy] For John the Baptist is come eating no bread 
nor drinking wine ; and ye say, He hath a demon. [34] The 
Son of man is come eating and drinking; and ye say, Behold, 
a gluttonous man, and a winebibber, a friend of publicans^® 
and sinners I [55] And wisdom is^® justified of all her chil- 
dren. . ■ ■ 

[36} And one of the Pharisees desired him that he would 
eat with him. And he entered into the Pharisee's house, 
and S2if^ down to meat, [jy] And behold, a woman who was 
in the city, a sinner ; and when she knew that he was sitting^® 
at meat in the Pharisee’s house, she brought alabaster 
cruse of ointment, [j^] and standing behind at his feet, 
weeping, she began to wet his feet with her tears, and wiped 
them with the hair of her head, and kissed^® his feet, and 
anointed them with the ointment [jp] Now when the 
Pharisee that had bidden him saw it, he spake within himself, 
saying, This man, if he were prophet, would have per- 
ceived who and what manner of woman this is that touchetli 
him, that she is a sinnen [40} And Jesus answering said 
unto him, Simon, I have somewhat to say unto thee. And 
he saith, Teacher, say on. [41] A certain lender had two 
debtors : the one owed five hundred shillings,^ and the other 
fifty. I42] When they had not wherewith to pay, he forgave 
them both. Which of them therefore will love him most? 
[^j] Simon answered and said, He, I suppose, to whom he 
forgave the most. And he said unto him, Thou hast rightly 
judged. [44] And turning to the woman, he said unto Simon, 
Seest thou this woman? I entered into thy house, thou 
gavest me no water for my feet: but she hath wetted my 
feet with her tears, and wiped them with her hair, [45] 
Thou gavest me no kiss : but she, since the time I came in, 
hath not ceased to kiss'*" my feet [^d] My head with oil thou 
didst not anoint: but she hath anointed my feet with oint- 
ment [^y] Wherefore I say unto thee, Her sins, which are 
many, are forgivexi; for she loved much: but to whom little 
is forgiven, the same loveth little. [^^3 said unto

meat with him began to say within®® themselves, Who is this 
that even forgiveth sins? [50] And he said unto the woman, 
Thy faith hath saved thee; go in peace. 


[j] And it came to pass soon afterwards, that he went 
about through cities and villages, preaching and bringing the 
good"^ tidings of the kingdom of God, and with him the 
twelve, [-?] and certain women who had been healed of evil 
spirits and infirmities : Mary that was called Magdalene, from 
whom seven demons had gone out, [y] and Joanna the wife 
of Chuzas Herod's steward, and Susanna, and many others, 
who ministered unto theirf of their substance. 

[4] And when a great multitude came together, and they 
of every city resorted unto him, he spake by a parable: [5] 
The sower went forth to sow his seed: and as he sowed, 
some fell by the way side; and it was trodden under foot, 
and the birds of the heaven devoured it [d] And other fell 
on the rock; and as soon as it grew, it withered away, be- 
cause it had no moisture, [7] And other fell amidst the 
thorns; and the thorns grew with it, and choked it [<§] 
And other fell into the good ground, and grew, and brought 
forth fruit a hundredfold. As he said these things, he cried, 
He that hath ears to hear, let him hear, 

[p] And his disciples asked him what this parable might 
be. [10] And he said, Unto you it is given to know the 
mysteries of the kingdom of God : but to the rest in parables ; 
that seeing they may not see, and hearing they may not un- 
derstand. [Ji] Now the parable is this: The seed is the 
word of God. [i^] And those by the way side are they that 
have heard; then cometh the devil, and taketh away the 
word from their heart, that they may not believe and be 
saved, [ij] And those on the rock are they who, when they 
have heard, receive the word with joy; and these have no 
foot, who for a while believe, and in time of temptation fall

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away, [j^] And that which fell among the thorns, these 
are they that have heard, and as they go on their way they 
are choked with cares and riches and pleasures of this life, 
and bring no fruit to perfection. [15] And that in the good 
ground, these are such as in an honest and good heart, 
having heard the word, hold it fast, and bring forth fruit 
with patience,® 

[j<5] And no man, when he hath lighted a lamp, covereth 
it with a vessel, or putteth it under a bed; but putteth it on 
a stand, that they that enter in may see the light. [ly] For 
nothing is hid, that shall not be made manifest; nor any-^ 
thing secret, that shall not be known and come to light. [j 6'] 
Take heed therefore how ye hear: for whosoever hath, to 
him shall be given; and whosoever hath not, from him shall 
be taken away even that which he thinkettf he hath. 

[jp] And there came to him his mother and brethren, and 
they could not come at him for the crowd, [^o] And it 'was 
told him, Thy mother and thy brethren, stand without, desir- 
ing to see thee, [^i] But he answered and said unto them. 
My mother and my brethren are these that hear the word 
of God, and do it 

I22] Now it came to pass on one of those days, that he 
entered into a boat, himself and his disciples; and he said 
unto them, Let us go over unto the other side of the lake: 
and they launched forth, But as they sailed he fell 

asleep; and there came down a storm of wind on the lake; 
and they were filling with water, and were in jeopardy. [-^4] 
And they came to him, and awoke him, saying, Master, 
master, we perish. And he awoke, and rebuked the wind and 
the raging of the water: and they ceased, and there was a 
calm. [^5] And he said unto them, Where is your faith? 
And being afraid they marvelled, saying one to another. 
Who then is this, that he commandeth even the winds and the 
water, and they obey him? 

[26} And they arrived at the country of the Gerasenes,* 
which is over against Galilee. [-?/] And when he was come 
forth upon the land, there met him a certain man out of the 
city, who had demons ; and for a long time he had worn no

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clothes, and abode not in any house, but in the tombs. [281 
And when he saw Jesus, he cried out, and fell down before 
him, and with a loud voice said, What have I to do with 
thee, Jesus, thou Son of the Most High God? I beseech 
thee, torment me not. [ap] For he was commanding the 
unclean spirit to come out from the man. For of ten-times® it 
had seized him: and he was kept under guard, and bound 
with chains and fetters; and breaking the bands asunder, 
he was driven of the demon into the deserts, [jo] And Jesus 
asked him, What is thy name? And he said, Legion; for 
many demons were entered into him. [jj] And they en- 
treated him that he would not command them to depart into 
the abyss. [5^] Now there was there a herd of many swine 
feeding on the mountain: and they entreated him that he 
would give them leave to enter into them. And he gave them 
leave, [jy] And the demons came out from the man, and 
entered into the swine: and the herd rushed down the steep 
into the lake, and were drowned, [y^] And when they that 
fed them saw what had come to pass, they fled, and told it 
in the city and in the country. [55] And they went out to 
see what had come to pass; and they came to Jesus, and 
found the man, from whom the demons were gone out, sit- 
ting, clothed and in his right mind, at the feet of Jesus: and 
they were afraid, [jd] And they that saw it told them how 
he that was possessed with demons was made*^ whole, [jy] 
And all the people of the country of the Gerasenes round 
about asked him to depart from them ; for they were holden 
with great fear: and he entered into a boat, and returned. 
[j 5 ] But the man from whom the demons were gone out 
prayed him that he might be with him : but he sent him away, 
saying, [jp] Return to thy house, and declare how great 
things God hath done for thee. And he went his way, pub- 
lishing throughout the whole city how great things Jesus 
had done for him. 

[40} And as Jesus returned, the multitude welcomed him; 
for they were all waiting for him. [^i] And behold, there 
came a man named Jairus, and he was a ruler of the syna-* 
gogue: and he fell down at Jesus^ feet, and besought him 
to^ come into his house; [42] for he had an only daughter,

about twelve years of- age, and she was dying. : But as he 
went the multitudes thronged him. 

[^j] And a woman having an issue of blood twelve years, 
who had^ spent all her living upon physicians, and could not 
be healed of any, [44^ came behind him, and touched the 
border of his garment: and immediately the issue of her 
blood stanched. [^5] And Jesus said, Who is it that touched 
me? And when all denied, Peter said, and’^ they that were 
with him, Master, the multitudes press thee and crush thee. 
I46J But Jesus said, Some one did touch me; for I perceived 
that power had gone forth from me. [^7] And when the 
woman saw that she was not hid, she came trembling, and 
falling down before him declared in the presence of all the 
people for what cause she touched him, and how she was 
healed immediately. [^5] And he said unto her, Daughter, 
thy faith hath made^® thee whole; go in peace. 

[^p] While he yet spake, there cometh one from the ruler 
of the synagogue's house , saying, Thy daughter is dead; 
trouble not the Teacher. [50] But Jesus hearing it, answered 
him, Fear not: only believe, and she shall be made^^ whole. 
[51] And when he came to the house, he suffered not any 
man to enter in with him, save Peter, and John, and James, 
and the father of the maiden and her mother. [5^] And all 
were weeping', and bewailing her: but he said. Weep not; for 
she is not dead, but sleepeth. [55] And they laughed him to 
scorn, knowing that she was dead. [5^] But he, taking her 
by the hand, called, saying, Maiden, arise. [55] And her 
spirit returned, and she rose up immediately : and he com- 
manded that something be given her to eat. [5(5] And her 
parents were amazed: but he charged them to tell no man 
what had been done.

[j] And he called the twelve together, and gave them 
power and authority over all demons, and to cure diseases. 
[^] And he sent them forth to preach the kingdom of God,

nothing for your journey, neither staff, nor wallet, nor bread, 
nor money; neither have t-wo coats. And into whatso- 
ever house' ye enter, there abide, ' and thence depart ' [5] 
And as, many as receive you not, w^hen ye depart from that 
city, shake oft the dust from your feet for a testimony against 
them, [d] And they departed, and went throughout the vil- 
lages, preaching the gospel,* and healing everywhere. 

[y] Now Herod the tetrarch heard of all that was done; 
and he was much perplexed, because that it was said by some, 
that John was risen from the dead; [ 5 ] and by some, that 
Elijah had appeared; and by others, that one of the old 
prophets vras risen again, [p] And Herod said, John I be- 
headed: but who is this, about whom I hear such things? 
And he sought to see him. 

[10] And the apostles, when they were returned, declared 
unto him what things they had done. And he took them, 
and withdrew apart to a city called Bethsaida. [ij] But the 
multitudes perceiving it followed him: and he welcomed 
them, and spake to them of the kingdom of God, and them 
that had need of healing he cured. [ 12 } And the day began 
to wear away ; and the twelve came, and said unto him. Send 
the multitude away, that they may go into the villages and 
country round about, and lodge, and get provisions: for we 
are here in a desert place, [ij] But he said unto them, Give 
ye them to eat And they said, We have no more than five 
loaves and two fishes ; except we should go and buy food for 
all this jeople, { 14 ] For they were about five thousand men. 
And he said unto his disciples, Make them sit^ down in com- 
panies, about fifty each. [15] And they did so, and made 
them all sif down, [zd] And he took the five loaves and the 
two fishes, and looking up to heaven, he blessed them, and 
brake; and gave to the disciples to set before the multitude. 
[17] And they ate, and were all filled : and there was taken 
up that which remained over to them of broken pieces, 
tv/elve baskets. 

[i^] And it came to pass, as he was praying apart, the 
disciples were with him : and he asked them, saying, Who do

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the multitudes say that I am? [/p] And they answering 
said, John the Baptist; but others say^ Elijah; and others, that 
one of the old prophets is risen again, [^o] And he said unto 
them, But who say ye that I am ? And Peter answering said, 
The Christ of God. But he charged them, and com- 

manded them to tell this to no man; [2^] saying, The Son 
of man must suffer many things, and be rejected of the 
elders and chief priests and scribes, and be killed, and the 
third day be raised up. And he said unto all. If any man 
would come after me, let him deny himself, and take up his 
cross daily, and follow me. [2^] For whosoever would save 
his life shall lose it; but whosoever shall lose his life for my 
sake, the same shall save it. [25] For what is a man profited, 
if he gain the whole world, and lose or forfeit his own self? 
[26] For whosoever shall be ashamed of me and of my 
words, of him shall the Son of man be ashamed, when he 
cometh in his own glory, and the glory of the Father, and 
of the holy angels. [2/] But I tell you of a truth, There are 
some of them that stand here, who shall in no wise taste 
of death, till they see the kingdom of God. 

[28] And it came to pass about eight days after these 
sayings, that he took with him Peter and John and James, 
and went up into the mountain to pray, [^p] And as he 
was praying, the fashion of his countenance was altered, and 
his raiment became white and dazzling. [50] And behold, 
there talked with him two men, who were Moses and Elijah; 
[yi] who appeared in glory, and spake of his decease* which 
he was about to accomplish at Jerusalem, [y^] Now Peter 
and they that were with him were heavy with sleep: but 
when® they were fully awake, they saw his glory, and the 
two men that stood with him. [55] And it came to pass, as 
they were parting from him, Peter said unto Jesus, Master, 
it is good for us to be here: and let us make three taber- 
nacles;® one for thee, and one for Moses, and one for Elijah: 
not knowing what he said, And while he said these 

things, there came a cloud, and overshadowed them: and 
they feared as they entered into the cloud. [^5] And a 
voice came out of the cloud, saying, This is my^ Son, my

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chosen: hear ye him. [jd] And when the voice came/ Jesus 
was found alone. And they held their peace, and told no 
man in those days any of the things which they had seen. 

[jy] And it came to pass, on the next day, when they were 
come down from the mountain, a great multitude met him. 

And behold, a man from the multitude cried, saying, 
Teacher, I beseech thee to look upon my son; for he is mine 
only child : [ jp] and behold, a spirit taketh him, and he sud- 
denly crieth out ; and it teareth® him that he foameth, and it 
hardly departeth from him, bruising him sorely, [^o] And I 
besought thy disciples to cast it out; and tliey could not 
I41] And Jesus answered and said, O faithless and perverse 
generation, how long shall I be with you, and bear with you? 
bring hither thy son, And as he was yet a coming, the 

demon dashed^® him down, and tare^* him grievously. But 
Jesus rebuked the unclean spirit, and healed the boy, and 
gave him back to his father, And they were all aston- 

ished at the majesty of God. 

But while all were marvelling at all the things which he 
did, he said unto his disciples, [441 Let these words sink 
into your ears : for the Son of man shall be delivered^® up into 
the hands of men, [^5] But they understood not this saying, 
and it was concealed from them, that they should not per- 
ceive it ; and they were afraid to ask him about this saying. 

[46'] And there arose a reasoning^® among them, which 
of them was the greatest."^* [^y] But when Jesus saw the 
reasoning^® of their heart, he took a little child, and set him 
by his side, [^ 5 ] and said unto them. Whosoever shall re- 
ceive this little child in my name receiveth me: and whoso- 
ever shall receive me receiveth him that sent me: for he 
that is leasf® among you all, the same is great. 

[40] And John answered and said, Master, we saw one 
casting out demons in thy name; and we forbade him, be- 
cause he followeth not with us. [50] But Jesus said unto 
him, Forbid him not: for he that is not against you is for 
you. 

[51] And it came to pass, when the days were^® well-nigh 
come that he should be received up, he stedfastly set his

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face to g”o to Jerusalem, and sent messengers before Ills 
face: [5^*] and they went, and entered into a, village of' the 
Samaritans, to make ready for him* [55] And they did not 
receive him, because his face wzs as though he were going to 
Jerusalem. [5^] And when his disciples James and John 
saw thiSy they said. Lord, wilt thou that we bid fire to come 
down from heaven, and consume them?^^ [55] But he turned, 
and rebuked them.^® [55] And they went to another village. 

[57] And as they w^ent on the way, a certain man said 
unto him, I will follow thee whithersoever thou goest. [ 5 < 5 ] 
And Jesus said unto him, The foxes have holes, and the birds 
of the heaven have nests but the Son of man hath not 
where to lay his head. [ 5 p] And he said unto another, FoL 
low me. But he said, Lord, suffer me first to go and bury 
my father, [do] But he said unto him, Leave the dead to 
bury their own dead; but go thou and publish abroad the 
kingdom of God. [di] And another also said, I will follow 
thee. Lord ; but first suffer me to bid farewell to them that 
are at my house, [d^] But Jesus said unto him, No man, 
having put his hand to the plow, and looking back, is fit for 
the kingdom of God.

[j] Now after these things the Lord appointed seventy 
others, and sent them two and two before his face into 
every city and place, whither he himself was about to come. 
[^] And he said unto them, The harvest indeed is plenteous, 
but the laborers are few: pray ye therefore the Lord of 
the harvest, that he send forth laborers into his harvest 
[5] Gc) your ways; behold, I send you forth as lambs in 
the midst of wolves. [4] Carry no purse, no wallet, no 
shoes; and salute no man on the way. [5] And into what- 
soever house ye shall enter/ first say, Peace he to this 
house, [d] And if a son of peace be there, your peace shall 
rest upon him but if not, it shall turn to you again.

[8] And into whatso- 
ever city ye ■ enter, ■ and they receive you, eat such things 
as are set before you: [p] and heal the sick that are therein, 
and say unto them, The kingdom of God is come nigh unto 
you. [lo] But into whatsoever city ye shall enter, and they 
receive you not, go out into the streets thereof and say, 
[i j] Even the dust from your city, that cleaveth to our 
feet, we wipe off against you: nevertheless know this, 
that the kingdom of God is come nigh, [12^ I say unto 
you, It shall be more tolerable in that day for Sodom, 
than for that city, [ij] Woe unto thee, Chorazin! vroe 
unto thee, Betlisaida ! for if the mighty* works had been 
done in Tyre and Sidon, which were done in you, they would 
have repented long ago, sitting in sackcloth and ashes. 
[14] But it shall be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon in 
the judgment, than for you. [15] And thou, Capernaum, 
shalt thou be exalted unto heaven? thou shaft be brought 
down unto Hades, [id] He that heareth you hcareth me; 
and he that rejecteth you rejecteth tne; and he that re- 
jecteth me rejecteth him that sent me. 

[17] And the seventy returhed with joy, saying, Lord, 
even the demons are subject unto us in thy name, [j^] 
And he said unto them, I beheld Satan fallen as lightning 
from heaven, [ip] Behold, I have given you authority 
to tread upon serpents and scorpions, and over all the power 
of the enemy: and nothing shall in any wise hurt you. 
[26] Nevertheless in this rejoice not, that the spirits are 
subject unto you; but rejoice that your names are written 
in heaven. 

[21} In that same hour he rejoiced in® the Holy Spirit, 
and said, I thank® thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and 
earth, that thou didst hide these things from the wise and 
understanding, and didst reveal them unto babes ; yea, 
Father; for^ so it was well-pleasing in thy sight [221 
All things have been delivered unto me of my Father: 
and no one knoweth who the Son is, save the Father; and 
who the Father is, save the Son, and he to whomsoever 
*Gr. powers* ®Or, by* praise* *'Or, that. 
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the Son willeth to reveal Mm. [^j] And turning to the 
disciples, he said privately, Blessed are the eyes which 
see the things that ye see: [241 for I say unto you, that 
many prophets and kings desired to see the things which 
ye see, and saw them not; and to hear the things which 
ye hear, and heard them not. 

[^5] And behold, a certain lawyer stood up and made 
trial of him, saying, Teacher, what shall I do to inherit 
eternal life? [261 And he said unto him, What is written 
in the law? how readest thou? [2^1 And he answering- 
said, Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with® all thy 
heart, and with ail thy soul, and with all thy strength, and 
with all thy mind; and thy neighbor as thyself.

[<5] Or what woman having ten pieces® of silver, if she 
lose one piece, doth not light a lamp, and sweep the house, 
and seek diligently until she find it? [p] And when she 
hath found it, she calleth together her friends and neighbors, 
saying, Rejoice with me, for I have found the piece which 
I had lost. [10] Even so, I say unto you, there is joy in 
the presence of tlie angels of God over one sinner that 
repenteth. 

[jj] And he said, A certain man had two sons: [i.?] 
and the younger of them said to his father, Father, give 
me the portion of th'f substance that falleth to me. And 
he divided unto them his living, [ij] And not many days 
after, the younger son gathered all together and took his

his servants,® Bring forth quickly the best robe, and put it 
on him; and put a ring on his hand, and shoes on his feet: 

and bring the fatted calf, and kill it, and let us eat, and 
make merry: [^4] for this my son was dead, and is alive 
again; he was lost, and is found. And they began to be 
merry. [^*5] Now his elder son was in the field: and as he 
came and drew nigh to the house, he heard music and dan- 
cing. 1 ^ 6 ] And he called to him one of the servants, and 
inquired what these things might be. [^7] And he said unto 
him, Thy brother is come; and thy father hath killed the 
fatted calf, because he hath received him safe and sound.

if ye have not been faithful in that which is another’s, who 
will give you that which is youH own? [if\ No servant® 
can serve two masters : for either he will hate the one, and 
love the other; or else he will hold to one, and despise the 
other. Ye cannot serve God and mammon. 

[j^] And the Pharisees, who were lovers of money, heard 
all these things; and they scoffed at him. [15] And he said 
unto them. Ye are they that justify yourselves in the sight 
of men; but God knoweth your hearts: for that which is 
exalted among men is an abomination in the sight of God. 
[id] The law and the prophets were until John : from that 
time the gospef of the kingdom of God is preached, and 
every man enteretli violently into it. [17] But it is easier 
for lieaven and earth to pass away, than for one tittle of 
the law to fall.

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[j^] Every one that pnttetli away his wife, and marrieth 
another, committeth adultery; and he that marrieth one 
that is put away from a husband committeth adultery. 

[jp] Now there was a certain rich man, and he was 
clothed in purple and fine linen, faring^*^ sumptuously every 
day; [^o] and a certain beggar named Lazarus was laid 
at his gate, full of sores, [^/] and desiring to be fed wdth 
the crumbs that fell from the rich man’s table; yea, even 
the dogs came and licked his sores. And it came to 

pass, that the beggar died, and that he was carried away by 
the angels into Abraham’s bosom: and the rich man also 
died, and was buried. [^5] And in Hades he lifted up his 
eyes, being in torments, and seeth Abraham afar aff, and 
Lazarus in -lis bosom. And he cried and said. Father

[5] And the apostles said unto the Lord, Increase our 
faith, [d] And the Lord said, If ye had faith as a grain 
of mustard seed, ye would say unto this sycamine tree, Be 
thou rooted up, and be thou planted in the sea; and it would 
obey you. [7] But who is there of you, having a servanf 
plowdng or keeping sheep, that will say unto him, when he is 
come in from the field, Come straightway and sit down 
to meat ; [^] and will not rather say unto him, Make ready 
wherewdth I may sup, and gird thyself, and serve me, till I 
have eaten and drunken; and afterward thou shalt eat and 
drink? [p] Doth he thank the servant because he did the 
things that were commanded? [lo] Even so ye also, when 
ye shall have done all the things that are commanded you, 
say, We are unprofitable servants;® w’e have done that 
which it was our duty to do. 

[jj] And it came to pass, as* they were on the w^’ay to 
Jerusalem, that he was passing along* the borders of 
Samaria and Galilee, [j^] And as he entered into a certain 
village, there met him ten men that were lepers, who stood 
afar off: [ij] they lifted up their voices, saying, Jesus, 
Master, have mercy on us. [i^.] And when he saw them, 
he said unto them, Go and show yourselves unto the priests. 
And it came to pass, as they went, they were cleansed. [15] 
And one of them, when he saw that he was healed, turned 
back, with a loud voice glorifying God; [id] and he fell 
upon his face at his feet, giving him thanks: and he was a 
Samaritan. [17] And Jesus answering said, Wex-e not the 
ten cleansed? but where are the nine? [i^] Were® there 
none found that returned to give glory to God, save this 
stranger?® [jp] And he said unto him, Arise, and go 
thy way; thy faith hath made’ thee whole.

I22] A.nd he said unto the disciples, The days will come, 
when ye shall desire to see one of the days of the Son of 
man, and ye shall not see it. [^j] And they shall say to 
you, Lo, there! Lo, here! go not away, nor follow after 
them: [24] for as the lightning, w^hen it Hghtenetli out of 
the one part under the heaven, shineth unto the other part 
under heaven ; so shall the Son of man be in*" his day. [^5] 
But hrst must he suffer many things and be rejected of this 
generation, [26] And as it came to pass in tlie days of 
Noah, even so shall it be also in the days of the Son of man. 
[^y] They ate, they drank, they married, they were given 
in marriage, until the day that Noah entered into the ark, 
and the hood came, and destroyed them all. Likewise 

even as it came to pass in the days of Lot; they ate, they 
drank, they bought, they sold, they planted, they builded; 
[^p] but in the day that Lot went out from Sodom it rained 
fire and brimstone from heaven, and destx'oyed them all: 
[jo] after the same manner shall it be in the day that the 
Son of man is revealed, [jj] In that day, he that shall be 
on the housetop, and his goods in the house, let him not go 
down to take them away: and let him that is in the field 
likewise not return back, [j-?] Remember Lofs wife, [jj] 
Whosoever shall seek to gain his life shall lose it : but who- 
soever shall lose his life shall preserve^® it. [j^] I say 
unto you, In that night there shall be two men on one 
bed; the one shall be taken, and the other shall be left [55] 
There shall be two women grinding together; the one shall 
be taken, and the other shall be left.“ [jy] And they an- 
swering say unto him, Where, Lord? And he said unto 
them, Where the body is, thither will the eagles'^® also be 
gathered together.

[j] And lie spake a parable unto them to the end that they 
ought always to pray, and not to faint; [^] saying, There 
was in a city a judge, who feared not God, and regarded 
not man: [j] and there was a widow in that city; and she 
came oft unto him, saying, Avenge^ me of mine adversary* 
AncMie would not for a., while: but afterward he said 
wdthin himself, Though I fear not God, nor regard man; 
[5] because this widow troubleth me, I will avenge her, 
lesf she wear® me out by her continual coming, [d] And 
the Lord said, Hear what the^ unrighteous judge saith, 
[y] And shall not God avenge his elect, that cry to him 
day and night, and^ yet he is longsuffering over them? 
[^] I say unto you, that he will avenge them speedily. 
Nevertheless, when the Son of man cometh, shall he find 
faith® on the earth? 

[p] And he spake also this parable unto certain who 
trusted in themselves that they were righteous, and set alP 
others at nought: [/o] Two men went up into the temple 
to pray; the one a Pharisee, and the other a publican.® [u] 
The Pharisee stood and prayed thus with himself, God, I 
thank thee, that I am not as the rest of men, extortioners^, 
unjust, adulterers, or even as this publican.® [12I I fast 
twice in the week ; I give tithes of all that I get [ Jj] But 
the publican,® standing afar off, would not lift up so much 
as his eyes unto heaven, but smote his breast, saying, God, 
be® thou merciful to me sinner, [14] I say unto you. 
This man went down to his house justified rather than the 
other: for every one that exalteth himself shall be humbled; 
but he that humbleth himself shall be exalted. 

[15] And they were bringing unto him also their babes, 
that he should touch them : but when the disciples saw it, 
they rebuked them, [id] But Jesus called them unto him, 
saying, Suffer the little children to. come unto me, and for-

[27] Verily I say unto you. Whosoever shall not receive 
the kingdom of God as a little child, he shall in no wise 
enter therein. 

[j<?] And a certain ruler asked him, saying, Good Teacher, 
what shall I do to inherit eternal life? [ip] And Jesus 
said unto him, Why callest thou me good? none is good, 
save one, even God. [^o] Thou knowest the command- 
ments, Do not commit adultery, Do not kill, Do not steal, 
Do not bear false witness. Honor thy father and mother, 
[^j] And he said, All these things have I observed from 
my youth up. And when Jesus heard it, he said unto 

him. One thing thou lackest yet; sell all that thou hast, and 
distribute unto the poor, and thou shalt have treasure in 
heaven: and come, follow me. [^j] But when he heard 
these things, he became exceeding sorrowful; for he was 
very rich, [241 And Jesus seeing him said, How hardly 
shall they that have riches enter into the kingdom of God! 
[^5] For it is easier for a camel to enter in through a 
needle's eye, than for a rich man to enter into the kingdom 
of God. 126] And they that heard it said, Then who can 
be saved? [^7] But he said, The things which are impos- 
sible with men are possible with God. [28] And Peter 
said, Lo, we have left our“ own, and followed thee, [^p] 
And he said unto them, Verily I say unto you, There is no 
man that hath left house, or wife, or brethren, or parents, 
or children, for the kingdom of God^s sake, [jo] who 
shall not receive manifold more in this time, and in the 
world"^* to come eternal life, 

[ji] And he took unto him the twelve, and said unto 
them, Behold, we go up to Jerusalem, and all the things 
that are written through the prophets shall be accomplished 
unto the Son of man. [^2] For he shall be delivered^^ up 
unto the Gentiles, and shall be mocked, and shamefully 
treated, and spit upon: [yj] and they shall scourge and kill 
him: and the third day he shall rise again, And they 

understood none of these things; and this saying was hid

[S] And Zacchaeus stood, and said unto the Lord, Behold, 
Lord, the half of my goods I give to the poor; and if I 
have wrongfully exacted aught of any man, I restore four- 
fold. [p] And Jesus said tmto him. To-day is salvation 
come to this house, forasmuch as he also is a son of Abra- 
ham. [10] For the Son of man came to seek and to save 
that which was lost. 
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[jj] And as they heard these things, he added and spake 
a parable, because he was nigh to Jerusalem, and hecmise 
they supposed that the kingdom of God was immediately 
to . appear, [i^] He said therefore, A certain' nobleman 
went into a far country, to receive for himself a kingdom, 
and to return, [ij] And he called ten servants^ of his, and 
gave them ten pounds,® and said unto them, Trade ye here- 
with till I come, [j^] But his citizens hated him, and sent 
an ambassage after him, saying, We will not that this man 
reign over us. [15] And it came to pass, when he was come 
back again, having received the kingdom, that he com- 
manded these servants,^ unto whom he had given the money,

not sow, I22} He saith unto him, Out of thine own mouth 
will I judge thee, thou wicked servant® Thou knewest that 
I am an austere man, taking up that which I laid not down, 
and reaping that which I did not sow; then wherefore 
gavest thou not my money into the bank, and F at my 
coming should have required it with interest? [24] And he 
said unto them that stood by, Take away from him the 
pound, and give it unto him that hath the ten pounds. [^5] 
And they said unto him, Lord, he hath ten pounds. [26] 
I say unto you, that unto every one that hath shall be given ; 
but from him that hath not, even that which he hath shall 
be taken away from him. [^y] But these mine enemies, that 
would not that I should reign over them, bring hither, and 
slay them before me.

Go your way into the 
village over against you; in which as ye enter ye shall find 
a colt tied, whereon no man ever yet sat: loose him, and 
bring him. [jiJ And if any one ask you, Why do ye loose

A man planted a vineyard, and let it out to husbandmen, and 
went into another country for a long time, [jo] And at 
the season he sent unto the husbandmen a servant,® that 
they should give him of the fruit of the vineyard: but the 
husbandmen beat him, and sent him- away empty, [ij] 
And he sent yet another servant:® and him also they beat, 
and handled him shamefully, and sent him away empty, I12J 
And he sent yet a third: and him also they wounded, and 
cast him forth. [15] And the lord of the vineyard said, 
What shall I do? I will send my beloved son; it may be 
they will reverence him. [14'] But when the husbandmen 
saw him, they reasoned one with another, saying, This is the 
heir; let us kill him, that the inheritance may be ours. [15] 
And they cast him forth out of the vineyard, and killed him*

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What therefore will the lord of the vineyard do unto them? 
[jd] He will come and destroy these husbandmen, and will 
give the vineyard unto others. And when they heard it,* 
they said, God^ forbid. [17] But he looked upon them, and 
said. What then is this that is written, 

The stone which the builders rejected, 

The same was made the head of the corner? 

[j<^] Every one that falleth on that stone shall be broken 
to pieces; but on whomsoever it shall fall, it will scatter 
him as dust 

[ip] And the scribes and the chief priests sought to lay 
hands on him in that very hour; and they feared the people: 
for they perceived that he spake this parable against them. 
[^0] And they watched him, and sent forth spies, who 
feigned themselves to be righteous, that they might take hold 
of his speech, so as to deliver him up to the rule® and to the 
authority of the governor, And they asked him, saying. 
Teacher, we know that thou sayest and teachest rightly, and 
acceptest not the person of any, but of a truth teachest the 
way of God: Is it lawful for us to give tribute unto 

Csssar, or not? But he perceived their craftiness, and 

said unto them, [^4] Show me a denarius.® Whose image 
and superscription hath it? And they said, Csesar’s. [^5] 
And he said unto them, Then render unto Caesar the things 
that are Caesar's, and unto God the things that are God's, 
[^d] And they were not able to take hold of the saying 
before the people: and they marvelled at his answer, and 
held their peace. 

[.a/] And there came to him certain of the Sadducees, 
they that say that there is no resurrection ; [^8J and they 
asked him, saying, Teacher, Moses wrote unto us, that if a 
man's brother die, having a wife, and he be childless, his 
brother should take the wife, and raise up seed unto his 
brother, [^p] There were therefore seven brethren : and the 
first took a wife, and died childless; [yo] and the second; 
[ji] and the third took her; and likewise the seven also left 
no children, and died, Afterward the woman also 

died, [jy] In the resurrection therefore whose wife of them

neither marry, nor are given in marriage: [jd] for 'neither 
can they die any more : ' for ■ they are equal unto the angels ;, 
and are sons of God, being sons of the resurrection, [jy] 
But that the dead are raised, even Moses showed, m the 
place concerning the Bush, when he calletli the Lord the 
God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob. 1 ^ 8 ] Now he is not the God of the dead, but of the 
living: for all live unto him. [jp] And certain of the scribes 
answering said, Teacher, thou hast well said. \_46] For 
they durst not any more ask him any question. 

[^j] And he said unto them, How say they that the Christ 
is David's son? [42] For David himself saith in the book of 
Psalms, 

The Lord said unto my Lord, 

Sit thou on my right hand, 

Till I make thine enemies the footstool of thy feet 
[-^] David therefore calleth him Lord, and how is he his 
son? 

\_4$\ And in the hearing of all the people he said unto his 
disciples, 146'] Beware of the scribes, who desire to walk 
in long robes, and love salutations in the market-places, and 
chief seats in the synagogues, and chief places at feasts; 
[^y] who devour widows' houses, and for a pi'etence make 
long prayers: these shall receive greater condemnation* 


[j] And he looked up, and^ saw the rich men that were 
casting their gifts into the treasury. [2] And he saw a 
certain poor widow casting in thither two mites, [j] And 
he said, Of a truth I say unto you, This poor widow cast in 
more than they all : [^] for all these did of their superdiiity 
cast in unto the gifts; but she of her want did cast In all the 
'living'" that' 'she "'had.

[jo] Then said he unto them, Nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against kingdom; [ji] and there shall 
be great earthquakes, and in divers places famines and pesti- 
lences; and there shall be terrors and great signs from 
heaven, [i^] But before all these things, they shall lay their 
hands on you, and shall persecute you, delivering you up to 
the synagogues and prisons, bringing® you before kings and 
governors for my name's sake, [ij] It shall turn out unto 
you for a testimony, [i,^] Settle it therefore in your hearts, 
not to meditate beforehand how to answer: [15] for I will 
give you a mouth and wisdom, which all your adversaries 
shall not be able to withstand or to gainsay, [id] But ye 
shall be delivered" up even by parents, and brethren, and 
kinsfolk, and friends; and some of you shall* they cause to 
be put to death. [ly] And ye shall be hated of all men 
for my name’s sake. [j 6^] And not a hair of your head 
shall perish, [rp] In your patience® ye shall win your 
souls.® 

[,ao] But when ye see Jerusalem compassed with armies, 
then know that her desolation is at hand, [^i] Then let 
them that are in Jud^a flee unto the mountains; and let them 
that are in the midst of her depart out ; and let not them that 
are in the country enter therein. For these are days 

of vengeance, that all things which are written may be ful- 
filled. Woe unto them that are with child and to them 
that give suck in those days ! for there shall be great distress

and upon the earth distress of nations, in perplexity for the 
roaring of the sea and the billows; [26] men fainting® for 
fear, and for expectation of the things which are coming on 
the world®: for the powers of the heavens shall be shaken, 
[-ay] And then shall they see the Son of man coming in a 
cloud with power and great glory. But when these 

things begin to come to pass, look up, and lift up your heads ; 
because your redemption draweth nigh. 

[^p] And he spake to them a parable : Behold the fig tree, 
and all the trees : [jo] when they now shoot forth, ye see it 
and know of your own selves that the summer is now nigh, 
[jj] Even so ye also, when ye see these things coming to 
pass, know ye that the kingdom of God is nigh. [y.a] Verily 
I say unto you, This generation shall not pass away, till all 
things be accomplished, [jy] Heaven and earth shall pass 
away : but my words shall not pass away.

[j] And Satan entered into Judas who was called Iscariot, 
being of the number of the twelve. [4] And he went away, 
and communed with the chief priests and captains, how he 
might deliver^ him unto them. [5] And they were glad, and 
covenanted to give him money, [d] And he consented, and 
sought opportunity to deliver" him unto them in® the absence 
of the multitude. 

[7] And the day of unleavened bread came, on which the 
passover must be sacrificed. [8] And he sent Peter and 
John, saying, Go and make ready for us the passover, that 
we may eat. [p] And they said unto him, Where wilt thou 
that we make ready? [jo] And he said unto them, Behold, 
when ye are entered into the city, there shall meet you a 
man bearing a pitcher of water ; follow him into the house 
whereinto he goetli. [u] And ye shall say unto the master 
of the house. The Teacher saith unto thee. Where is the 
guest-chamber, where I shall eat the passover with my dis- 
ciples? [i-?] And he will show you a large upper room fur- 
nished: there make ready, [ij] And they went, and found 
as he had said unto them: and they made ready the pass- 
over. 

[x^] And when the hour was come, he sat down, and the 
apostles with him. [15] And he said unto them, With desire 
I have desired to eat this passover with you before I suffer: 
[id] for I say unto you, I shall not eat it, until it be fulfilled 
ill the kingdom of God. [17] And he received a cup, and 
when he had given thanks, he said, Take this, and divide 
it among yourselves: [i^] for I say unto you, I shall not 
drink from henceforth of the fruit of the vine, until the 
kingdom of God shall come, [xp] And he took bread,’ and 
when he had given thanks, he brake it, and gave to them, 
saying, This is my body which* is given for you: this do 
in remembrance of me. [-^o] And the cup in like manner 
after supper, saying, This cup is the new covenant in my 
blood, even that which is poured out for you. [.ax] But be- 
hold, the hand of him that betrayeth® me is with me on the

{24} And there arose also a contention among them, which 
of them was accounted to be greatest.® [^5] And he said 
unto them, The kings of the Gentiles have lordship over 
them; and they that have authority over them are called 
Benefactors. [26‘\ But ye shall not so : but he that is the 
greater among you, let him become as the younger ; and he 
that is chief, as he that doth serve. [.^7] For which Is 
greater, he that sitteth^ at meat, or he that serveth? is not 
he that sittettf at meat? but I am in the midst of you as he 
that serveth. But ye are they that have continued with 

me in my temptations; [^p] and I® appoint unto you a king- 
dom, even as my Father appointed unto me, [jo] that ye may 
eat and drink at my table in my kingdom; and ye shall sit 
on thrones judging the twelve tribes of Israel. 

[jj] Simon, Simon, behold, Satan asked® to have you, that 
he might sift you as wheat : [j^] but I made supplication for 
thee, that thy faith fail not; and do thou, when once thou 
hast turned again, establish thy brethren. [55] And he said 
unto him. Lord, with thee I am ready to go both to prison 
and to death. And he said, I tell thee, Peter, the cock 

shall not crow this day, until thou shalt thrice deny that thou 
knowest me. 

[55] And he said unto them, When I sent you forth with- 
out purse, and wallet, and shoes, lacked ye anything? And 
they said, Nothing, [jd] And he said unto them, But now, 
he that hath a purse, let him take it, and likewise a wallet; 
and^® he that hath none, let him sell his cloak, and buy a 
sword. [57] For I say unto you, that this which is written 
must be fulfilled in me, And he was reckoned with transgres- 
sors: for that which concerneth me hath fulfilment.^ [j<^] 
And they said, Lord, behold, here are two swords. And he 
said unto them, It is enough.

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[jp] And he came out, and went, as his custom was, unto 
^ the mount of. OliveS:; and the disciples also followed hiim' 
[40] And when he vsras at the place, he said unto them, Pray 
;diat ye enter into temptation. ' [41'] And he , was : parted 
from them about a stone’s cast; and he kneeled down and 
prayed, [^i?] saying, Father, if thou be willing, remove this 
cup from me: nevertheless not my will, but thine, be dene. 
[43] there appeared unto him an angel from heaven, 

strengthening him. And being in an agony he prayed 

more earnestly; and his sweat became as it were great drops 
of blood falling dowm upon the ground. [4$] And when he 
rose up from his prayer, he came unto the disciples, and 
found them sleeping for sorrow, [^d] and said unto them, 
Why sleep ye? rise and pray, that ye enter not into 
temptation. 

[^y] While he yet spake, behold, a multitude, and he that 
was called Judas, one of the twelve, went before them; and 
he drew near unto Jesus to kiss him. [^ 5 ] But Jesus said 
unto him, Judas, betrayest® thou the Son of man with a kiss? 
[49] And when they that were about him saw what would 
follow, they said, Lord, shall we smite with the sword? [50] 
And a certain one of them smote the servant^ of the high 
priest, and struck off his right ear. [51] But Jesus answered 
and said, Suffer ye them thus far. And he touched his ear, 
and healed him. [j^] And Jesus said unto the 1 :hief priests, 
and captains of the temple, and elders, that were come 
against him, Are ye come out, as against a robber, 
with swords and staves? [5j] When I was daily with 
you in the temple, ye stretched not forth your hands 
against me: but this is your hour, and the power of 
darkness. 

[5^3 And they seized him, and led hijn away, and brought 
him into the high priest’s house. But Peter followed afar 
[55] And when they had kindled a fire in the midst of 
the court, and had sat down together, Peter sat in the midst 
of them, [yd] And a certain maid seeing him as he sat in 
the light of the hre, and looking stedfastly upon him, said, 
This man also was v\^ith him.

And Peter remem- 
bered the word of the Lord, how that he said unto him, 
Before the cock crow this day, thou shalt deny me thrice, 
[d^] And he went out, and wept bitterly. 

[dj] And the men that held Jestis^ mocked him, and beat 
him. [d^3 And they blindfolded him, and asked him, say- 
ing, Prophesy: who is he that struck thee? [df] And many 
other things spake they against him, reviling him. 

[dd] And as soon as it was day, the assembly of the elders 
of the people was gathered together, both chief priests and 
scribes ; and they led him away into their council, saying, 
[dy] If thou art the Christ, tell us. But he said unto them, 
If I tell you, ye will not believe: [68] and if I ask you, ye 
will not answer, [dp] But from henceforth shall the Son 
of man be seated at the right hand of the power of God. 
[yo] And they all said, Art thou then the Son of God? And 
he said unto them, Ye^ say that I am. [ 71 ] And they said, 
What further need have we of witness? for we ourselves 
have heard from his own mouth. 


XXIII 

[j] And the whole company of them rose up, and brought 
him before Pilate. [^] And they began to accuse him, say- 
ing, We found this man perverting our nation, and forbid- 
ding to give tribute to Caesar, and saying that he himself is 
Christ a king. [ 5 ] And Pilate asked him, saying. Art thou 
the King of the Jews? And he answered him and said, Thou 
sayest. [^] And Pilate said unto the chief priests and the 
multitudes, I find no fault in this man. [ 5 ] But they were 
the more urgent, saying, He stirreth up the people, teaching 
^*Gr. him, MS' it, became X'am*- 
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throughout all Jud^a, and beginning from Galilee even unto 
this place, [d] But when Pilate heard it, he asked whether 
the man were a Galilsean. [7] And when he knew that he 
was of Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent him unto Herod, who 
himself also was at Jerusalem in these days. 

[< 5 ] Now when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding glad: 
for he was of a long time desirous to see him, because he 
had heard concerning him ; and he hoped to see some miracle" 
done by him. [p] And he questioned him in many words; 
but he answered him nothing. [lo] And the chief priests 
and the scribes stood, vehemently accusing him. [ii] And 
Herod with his soldiers set him at nought, and mocked him, 
and arraying him in gorgeous apparel sent him back to 
Pilate, [j^] And Herod and Pilate became friends with 
each other that very day: for before they were at enmity 
between themselves. 

[jj] And Pilate called together the chief priests and the 
rulers and the people, [i^] and said unto them, Ye 
brought unto me this man, as one that perverteth the 
people: and behold, I, having examined him before you, 
found no fault in this man touching those things where- 
of ye accuse him: [15] no, nor yet Herod: for he® sent 
him back unto us; and behold, nothing worthy of death 
hath been done by him. [id] I will therefore chastise him, 
and release him.® [i^] But they cried out all together, say- 
ing, Away with this man, and release unto us Barabbas:-— 
[jp3 one who for a certain insurrection made in the city, 
and for murder, was cast into prison. [^0] And Pilate spake 
unto them again, desiring to release Jesus; [.az] but they 
shouted, saying, Crucify, crucify him, [2^] And he said 
unto them the third time, Why, what evil hath this man 
done ? I have found no cause of death in him : I will there- 
fore chastise him and release him. [-aj] But they were 
urgent with loud voices, asking that he might be crucified. 
And their voices prevailed. [24] And Pilate gave sentence 
that what they asked for should be done. And he 

released him that for insurrection and murder had been cast

one Simon of Cyrene, coming from the country, and laid on 
him the cross, to bear it after Jesus. 

[^7] And there followed him a great multitude of the 
people, and of women who bewailed and lamented him. [MJ 
But Jesus turning unto them said, Daughters of Jerusalem, 
w^eep not for me, but weep for yourselves, and for your 
children, [^p] For behold, the days are coming, in which 
they shall say, Blessed are the barren, and the wombs that 
never bare, and the breasts that never gave suck. [5O] 
Then shall they begin to say to the mountains, Fall on us ; 
and to the hills, Cover us. [ji] For if they do these things 
in the green tree, what shall be done in the dry ? 

And there were also two others, malefactors, led 
with him to be put to death. 

[jj] And when they came unto the place which is called 
The skull,* there they crucified him, and the malefactors, 
one on the right hand and the other on the left [S4] And® 
Jesus said. Father, forgive them ; for they know not what 
they do. And parting his garments among them, they cast 
lots, [jj] And the people stood beholding. And the rulers 
also scored at him, saying. He saved others; let him save 
himself, if this is the Christ of God, his chosen, [jd] And 
the soldiers also mocked him, coming to him, offering him 
vinegar, [s/] and saying. If thou art the King of the Jews, 
save thyself, And there was also a superscription over 
him, This IS THE King OF THE Jews. 

[jp] And one of the malefactors that were hanged railed 
on him, saying, Art not thou the Christ? save thyself and us. 
[40] But the other answered, and rebuking him said, Dost 
thou not even fear God, seeing thou art in the same con- 
demnation? [^j] And we indeed justly; for we receive the 
due reward of our deeds: ‘but this man hath done noth- 
ing amiss. [4^] And he said, Jesus, remember me when 
thou comest in® thy kingdom. [4^] And he said unto him,

[44\ And it was now about the sixth hour, and a dark- 
ness came over the whole land’’ until the ninth hour, [45] 
the sun's® light failing: and the veil of the temple® was rent 
in the midst, [^d] And^® Jesus, crying with a loud voice, 
said, Father, into thy hands I commend my spirit: and 
having said this, he gave up the ghost [47] And when the 
centurion saw what was done, he glorified God, saying, 
Certainly this was a righteous man. {48'] And all the multi- 
tudes that came together to this sight, when they beheld 
the things that were done, returned smiting their breasts. 
[4p] And ail his acquaintance, and the women that followed 
with him from Galilee, stood afar off, seeing these things. 

[50] And behold, a man named Joseph, who was a coun- 
cillor, a good and righteous man [51] (he had not consented 
to their counsel and deed), a man of Arimathaea, a city of 
the Jews, who was looking for the kingdom of God: [5^] 
this man went to Pilate, and asked for the body of Jesus. 
[5j] And he took it down, and wrapped it in a linen cloth, 
and laid him in a tomb that was hewn in stone, where never 
man had yet lain. [54] And it was the day of the Prepara- 
tion, and the sabbath drew^ on. [55] And the women, who 
had come with him out of Galilee, followed after, and beheld 
the tomb, and how his body was laid. [5^] And they re- 
turned, and prepared spices and ointments. 

And on the sabbath they rested according to the com- 
mandment .

[j] But on the first day of the week, at early dawn, they 
came unto the tomb, bringing the spices which they had 
prepared, And they found the stone rolled away from 
the tomb, [j] And they entered in, and found not the body 
of- the Lord Jesus.

livered up into the hands of sinful men, and be crucified, and 
the third day rise again. [8] And they remembered his 
■words, [p] and returned from^ the tomb, and told all these 
things to the eleven, and to all the rest, [jo] Now they 
were Mary Magdalene, and Joanna, and Mary the mother of 
James: and the other women with them told these things 
unto the apostles, [jj] And these words appeared in their 
sight as idle talk; and they disbelieved them, [i-a] But** 
Peter arose, and ran unto the tomb; and stooping and look- 
ing in, he seeth the linen cloths by themselves; and he de- 
parted* to his home, wondering at that which was come to 
pass. 

[jj] And behold, two of them were going that very day 
to a village named Emmaus, which was threescore furlongs 
from Jerusalem. [i4\ And they communed with each other 
of all these things which had happened, [15] And it came 
to pass, while they communed and questioned together, that 
Jesus himself drew near, and went with them, [id] But 
their eyes were holden that they should not know him. [jy] 
And he said unto them, What^ communications are these 
that ye have one witli another, as ye walk? And they stood 
still, looking sad. [i^] And one of them, named Cleopas, 
answering said unto him, Dost® thou alone sojourn in Jeru- 
salem and not know the things which are come to pass there 
in these days? [zp] And he said unto them, What things? 
And they said unto him, The things concerning Jesus the 
Nazarene, who was a prophet mighty in deed and word be- 
fore God and all the people: [^o] and how the chief priests 
and our rulers delivered him up to be condemned to death,

INTRODUCTORY NOTE 

The author of related in that gospel the story of the 

life and teachings of Christ, culminating in his rejection and 
crucifixion by the Jews, In his continuation, *'The Acts of the 
Apostles/’ the same writer narrates the establishment of the 
religion of Christ among both Jews and Gentiles, and the begin- 
ning of its conquest of the zoestern world. The question of 
authorship has been touched on in the introductory note to 
''LukeT The date of composition of the “Acts” is later than 
that of the gospel, perhaps between So and go A, D, 

Though called 'The Acts of the Apostles/’ this hook describes 
in detail the careers of only two of the apostles, Peter and Paul 
The first twelve chapters deal with the founding of the Church 
in Judcea, Samaria, and Syria, and the beginning of the evangel- 
isation of the Gentiles, The main figure in this part is Peter, 
hut his career is not followed to its close. The second part is 
chiefly occupied with accounts of the missionary journeys of 
Paul, and the spread of Christianity in the Grceco-Roman world. 
It closes with the establishment of his ministry in Rome, 

In chapters xvi, xx, xxi, and xxvii will be found passages in 
which the use of "we” seems to imply that the author was him- 
self a member of Paul’s party, and it is in this so-called "Diary” 
that the hand of Luke is most generally acknowledged, even by 
those critics who do not hold that Luke was the compiler of 
the gospel and the "Acts” as a whole. 

The interest of this book is not confined to the narrative of 
the travels and work of organisation performed by the two 
apostles; it is enormously increased by the accounts of their 
preaching. In the reports of the addresses to believers and un- 
believers of Peter, Stephen, and Paul, we have an invaluable 
picture of what the earliest Christian missionaries regarded as 
the essentials of the new religion, and of the form in which 
Christianity began its victorious contest with Judaism on the 
one hand, and paganism on the other.

3- Or, deceive, ^ Gr* ^o%ngen 
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to try the Spirit of the Lord? behold, the feet of them that 
have buried thy husband are at the door, and they shall 
carry thee out [jo] And she fell down immediately at his 
feet, and gave up the ghost: and the young men came in 
and found her dead, and they carried her out and buried 
her by her husband, [jj] And great fear came upon the 
whole church, and upon ail that heard these things. 

[j^] And by the hands of the apostles were many signs 
and wonders wrought among the people; and they were all 
v/ith one accord in Solomon’s porch.^ [jj] But of the rest 
durst no man join himself to them: howbeit the people 
magnified them ; [141 and^ believers were the more added to 
the Lord, multitudes both of men and women; [15] inso- 
much that they even carried out the sick into the streets, 
and laid them on beds and couches,'^ that, as Peter came by, 
at the least his shadow might overshadow some one of 
them, [id] And there also came together the multitude 
from the cities round about Jerusalem, bringing sick folk, 
and them that were vexed with unclean spirits: and they 
were healed every one. 

[jy] But the high priest rose up, and all they that were 
with him (which is the sect of the Sadducees), and they 
were filled wdth jealousy, [j<^] and laid hands on the apostles> 
and put them in public ward. ‘ [jp] But an angel of the 
Lord by night opened the prison doors, and brought them 
out, and said, [20] Go ye, and stand and speak in the temple 
to the people all the words of this Life. [2i'\ And when 
they heard thi$, they entered into the temple about day- 
break, and taught But the high priest came, and they that 
were with him, and called the council together, and all the 
senate of the children of Israel, and sent to the prison- 
house to have them brought. [22^ But the officers that came 
found them not in the prison; and they returned, and told, 
[.ay] saying, The prison-house we found shut in all safety, 
and the keepers standing at the doors: but when we had 
opened, we found no man within, Now when the 

captain of the temple and the chief priests heard these 
words, they were much perplexed concerning them where-

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unto this would grow. [25] And there came one and told 
them, Behold, the men whom ye put in the prison are in the 
temple standing and teaching the people, [^d] Then went 
the captain with the officers, and brought them, hut without 
violence; for they feared the people, lest they should be 
stoned. And when they had brought them, they set 

them before the council. And the high priest asked them, 
saying, We strictly charged you not to teach in this 
name: and behold, ye have filled Jerusalem with your teach- 
ing, and intend to bring this man’s blood upon us. [^p] But 
Peter and the apostles answered and said. We must obey 
God rather than men. [50] The God of our fathers raised 
up Jesus, whom ye slew, hanging him on a tree, [ji] Him 
did God exalt with® his right hand to he a Prince and a 
Saviour, to give repentance to Israel, and remission of sins. 
1^2} And we are witnesses of these things;® and® so is the 
Holy Spirit, whom God hath given to them that obey him. 

[55] But they, when they heard this, were cut to the heart, 
and were minded to slay them, But there stood up 

one in the council, a Pharisee, named Gamaliel, a doctor 
of the law, had in honor of all the people, and commanded 
to put the men forth a little while. [55] And he said unto 
them, Ye men of Israel, take heed to yourselves as touching 
these men, what ye are about to do. [jd] For before these 
days rose up Theudas, giving himself out to be somebody; 
to whom a number of men, about four hundred, joined 
themselves : who was slain ; and all, as many as obeyed him, 
were dispersed, and came to nought, [jf] After this man 
rose up Judas of Galilee in the days of the enrolment, and 
drew away some of the people after him : he also perished ; 
and all, as many as obeyed him, were scattered abroad, [j^] 
And now I say unto you, Refrain from these men, and let 
them alone; for if this counsel or this work be of men, it 
will be overthrown ; Qp] but if it is of God, ye will not be 
able to overthrow them; lest haply ye be found even to be 
fighting against God. [40] And to him they agreed: and 
when they had called the apostles unto them, they beat them 
and charged them not to speak in the name of Jesus, and let

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them go. [ii] They therefore departed from the presenee 
of the comicii, rejoicing that they were counted worthy to 
suffer dishonor for the Name. 143] And every day, in the 
temple and at home, they ceased not to teach and to preach^® 
Jesus as the Christ 


[i] Now in these days, when the number of the disciples 
was multiplying, there arose a murmuring of the Grecian^ 
Jews against the Hebrews, because their widows were 
neglected in the daily ministration. [2] And the twelve 
called the multitude of the disciples unto them, and said, 
It is not fit” that we should forsake the word of God, and 
serve® tables, [j] Look* ye out therefore, brethren, from 
among you seven men of good report, full of the Spirit and 
of wisdom, whom we may appoint over this business. I4J 
But we will continue stedfastly in prayer, and in the ministry 
of the word. [5] And the saying pleased the whole mul- 
titude : and they chose Stephen, a man full of faith and of 
the Holy Spirit, and Philip, and Prochorus, and Nicanor, 
and Timon, and Parmenas, and Nicolaus a proselyte of 
Antioch; [d] whom they set before the apostles: and when 
they had prayed, they laid their hands upon them. 

[7] And the word of God increased; and the number of 
the disciples multiplied in Jerusalem exceedingly; and a 
great company of the priests were obedient to the faith. 

IS] And Stephen, full of grace and power, wrought great 
wonders and signs among the people, [p] But there arose 
certain of them that were of the synagogue called the 
synagogue of the Libertines,^ and of the Cyrenians, and of 
the Alexandrians, and of them of Cilicia and Asia, disputing 
with Stephen. [lo] And they were not able to withstand 
the wisdom and the Spirit by which he spake, [ii] Then 
they suborned men, who said, We have heard him speak 
blasphemous words against Moses, and against God. [i^] 
And they stirred up the people, and the elders, and the

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scribes, and came upon Wm, and seized him, and brought 
him into the council, [ij] and set up false witnesses, who 
'said, This , man oeaseth not to speak words against, this holy 
place, and the law: for we have heard him say^ that 

this Jesus of Nazareth shall destroy this place, and shall 
change the customs which Moses delivered unto us. [15] 
And all that sat in the council, fastening their eyes on him, 
saw his face as it had been the face of an angel. 


VII 

[j] And the high priest said, Are these things so? [^] 
And he said, 

Brethren and fathers, hearken: The God of glory ap- 
peared unto our father Abraham, when he was in Meso- 
potamia, before he dwelt in Haran, [y] and said unto him, 
Get thee out of thy land, and from thy kindred, and come 
into the land which I shall show thee. [^] Then came he out 
of the land of the Chaldseans, and dwelt in Haran : and from 
thence, when his father was dead, God removed him into 
this land, wherein ye now dwell : [5] and he gave him none 
inheritance in it, no, not so much as to set his foot on: and 
he promised that he would give it to him in possession, and 
to his seed after him, when as ye't he had no child. [<5] And 
God spake on this wise, that his seed should sojourn in a 
strange land, and that they should bring them into bondage, 
and treat them ill, four hundred years. [7] And the nation 
to which they shall be in bondage will I judge, said God; 
and after that shall they come forth, and serve me in this 
place. [§] And he gave Hm the covenant of circumcision: 
and so Abraham begat Isaac, and circumcised him the eighth 
day; and Isaac begat Jacob, and Jacob the twelve patriarchs. 
Ip] And the patriarchs, moved with jealousy against Joseph, 
sold him into Egypt: and God was with him, [10] and 
delivered him out of all his afflictions, and gave him favor 
and wisdom before Pharaoh king of Egypt; and he made 
him governor over Egypt and all his house, [ii] Now there 
came a famine over all Egypt and Canaan, and great afflic- 
tion; and our fathers found no sustenance. [lal But when 
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Jacob heard that there was grain in Egypt, he sent forth our 
fathers the first time, [j^] And at the second time Joseph 
was made known to his brethren; and Joseph's race became 
manifest unto Pharaoh. [14I And Joseph sent, and called 
to him Jacob his father, and all his kindred, threescore and 
fifteen souls. [15] And Jacob went down into Egypt; and 
he died, himself and our fathers; [id] and they were, carried 
over unto Shechem, and laid in the tomb that Abraham 
bought for a price in silver of the sons of HamoP in She- 
chem. [j/] But as the time of the promise drew nigh which 
God vouchsafed unto Abraham, the people grew and multi- 
plied in Egypt, [j(^] till there arose another king over 
Egypt, who knew not Joseph, [ip] The same dealt craftily 
with our race, and ill-treated our fathers, that they® should 
cast out their babes to the end they might not live.® [-?o] 
At which season Moses was born, and was exceeding"^ fair; 
and he was nourished three months in his father's house: 

and when he was cast out, Pharaoh's daughter took 
him up, and nourished him for her own son. [22] And 
Moses was instructed in all the wisdom of the Eg>"ptians; 
and he was mighty in his words and works. [^5] But when 
he was well-nigh forty years old, it came into his heart to 
visit his brethren the children of Israel. [24] And seeing 
one of them suffer wrong, he defended him, and avenged 
him that was oppressed, smiting the Egyptian : [^5] and he 
supposed that his brethren understood that God by his hand 
was giving them deliverance;'' but they understood not 
[^d] And the day following he appeared unto them as they 
strove, and would have set them at one again, saying, Sirs, 
ye are brethren ; why do ye wrong one to another ? [^7] But 
he that did his neighbor wrong thrust him away, saying, 
Who made thee a ruler and a judge over us ? Wouldest 
thou kill me, as thou killedst the Egyptian yesterday? [^p] 
And Moses fled at this saying, and became a sojourner in 
the land of Midian, where he begat two sons, [yo] And 
when forty years were fulfilled, an angel appeared to him 
in the wilderness of mount Sinai, in a flame of fire in a 
bush, [jx] And when Moses saw it, he wondered at the

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sight : and as lie drew near to behold, there came a voice o£ 
the Lord, [32'] I am the God of thy fathers, the God of 
Abraham, and of Isaac, and of Jacob. A.nd Moses trembled, 
and durst not behold, [jj] And the Lord said unto him, 
Loose the shoes from thy feet: for the place whereon thou 
standest is holy ground. [34] I have surely seen the affliction 
of my people that is in Egypt, and have heard their groan- 
ing, and I am come down to deliver them: and now come, I 
will send thee into Egypt [55] This Moses whom they re- 
fused, saying, Who made thee a ruler and a judge? him 
hath God sent to he both a ruler and a deliverer® with the 
hand of the angel that appeared to him in the bush, [jd] 
This man led them forth, having wrought wonders and 
signs in Egypt, and in the Red sea, and in the wilderness 
forty years, [jy] This is that Moses, who said unto the 
children of Israel, A prophet shall God raise up unto you 
from among your brethren, like^ unto me. [^ 5 ] This is he 
that was in the church® in the wilderness with the angel that 
spake to him in the mount Sinai, and with our fathers : who 
received living oracles to give unto us: [^p] to whom our 
fathers would not be obedient, but thrust him from them, 
and turned back in their hearts unto Eg3rpt, [40] saying 
unto Aaron, Make us gods that shall go before us: for as 
for this Moses, who led us forth out of the land of Egypt, 
we know not what is become of him. [41] And they made 
a calf in those days, and brought a sacrifice unto the 
idol, and rejoiced in the works of their hands. [42"] But 
God turned, and gave them up to serve the host of heaven ; 
as it is written in the book of the prophets, 

Did ye offer unto me slain beasts and sacrifices 
Forty years in the wilderness, O house of Israel? 

I432 And ye took up the tabernacle of Moloch, 

And the star of the god Rephan, 

The figures which ye made to worship them : 

And I will carry you away beyond Babylon. 

I44} Our fathers had the tabernacle of the testimony in the 
wilderness, even as he appointed who spake unto Moses, 
that he should make it according to the figure that he had

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seen, [45] Which also our fathers, in their turn, brought 
in with Joshua® when they entered on the possession of the 
nations/® that God thrust out before the face of our fathers, 
unto the days of David ; who found favor in the sight 
of God, and asked to find a habitation for the God of Jacob. 
[47] But Solomon built him a house. [4^] Howbeit the 
Most High dweileth not in houses made with hands - as saith 
the prophet, 

The heaven is my throne, 

And the earth the footstool of my feet : 

What manner of house will ye build me? saith the 
■' Lord: .. 

Or what is the place of my rest? 

[50] Did not my hand make all these things? 

[51] Ye stiffnecked and uncircumcised in heart and ears, 
ye do alv/ays resist the Holy Spirit: as your fathers did, so 
do ye. [5^3 Which of the prophets did not your fathers 
persecute? and they killed them that showed before of the 
coming of the Righteous One; of whom ye have now be- 
come betrayers and murderers; [55] ye who received the 
law as^ it was ordained by angels, and kept it not. 

Now when they heard these things, they were cut to 
the heart, and they gnashed on him with their teeth. [55] 
But he, being full of the Holy Spirit, looked up stedfastly 
into heaven, and saw the glory of God, and Jesus standing 
on the right hand of God, [5(5] and said, Behold, I see the 
heavens opened, and the Son of man standing on the right 
hand of God. [57] But they cried out with a loud voice, and 
stopped their ears, and rushed upon him with one accord; 
[55] and they cast him out of the city, and stoned him: and 
the witnesses laid down their garments at the feet of a 
young man named Saul. [5p] And they stoned Stephen, 
calling upon the Lord, and saying, Lord Jesus, receive my 
spirit, [do] And he kneeled down, and cried with a loud 
voice, Lord, lay not this sin to their charge. And when he 
had said this, he fell asleep.

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[j] And Saul was consenting unto liis death. 

And there arose on that day a great persecution against 
the church which was in Jerusalem ; and they were all scat- 
tered abroad throughout the regions of Juda;a and Samaria, 
except the apostles. [^] And devout men buried Stephen, 
and made great lamentation over him. [j] But Saul laid 
waste the church, entering into every house, and dragging 
men and women committed them to prison. 

]_4\ They therefore that were scattered abroad went about 
preaching"^ the word. [5] And Philip went down to the city 
of Samaria, and proclaimed unto them the Christ, [d] And 
the multitudes gave heed with one accord unto the things that 
were spoken by Philip, when they heard, and saw the signs 
which he did. [y] For^ from many of those that had un- 
clean spirits, they came out, crying with a loud voice: and 
many that were palsied, and that were lame, were healed. 
[^] And there was much joy in that city. 

[p] But there was a certain man, Simon by name, who 
beforetinie in the city used sorcery, and amazed the people® 
of Samaria, giving out that himself was some great one: 
[jo] to whom they all gave heed, from the least to the 
greatest, saying, This man is that pov/er of God which is 
called Great, [ji] And they gave heed to him, because that 
of long time he had amazed them with his sorceries, [i^] 
But when they believed Philip preaching^ good tidings con- 
cerning the kingdom of God and the name of Jesus Christ, 
they were baptized, both men and women, [ij] And Simon 
also himself believed: and being baptized, he continued with 
Philip; and beholding signs and great miracles* wrought, he 
was amazed. 

[14] Now when the apostles that were at Jerusalem heard 
that Samaria had received the word of God, they sent unto 
them Peter and John: [15] who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them, that they might receive the Holy 
Spirit: [id] for as yet it was fallen upon none of them : only

[j/] Then laid they their hands on them, and they received 
the Holy Spirit. [i8~\ Now when Simon saw that through 
the laying on of the apostles’ hands the Holy*^ Spirit was 
given, he offered them money, [ip] saying, Give me also 
this power, that on whomsoever I lay my hands, he may 
receive the Holy Spirit. [20] But Peter said unto him. 
Thy silver perish with thee, because thou hast thought to 
obtain the gift of God with money, [ax] Thou hast neither 
part nor lot in this matter:® for thy heart is not right before 
God. [22'] Repent therefore of this thy wdckedness, and 
pray the Lord, if perhaps the thought of thy heart shall be 
forgiven thee, [^j] For I see that thou arf in the gall 
of bitterness and in the bond of iniquity. {24] And Simon 
answered and said, Pray ye for me to the Lord, that none of 
the things which ye have spoken come upon me. 

[25] They therefore, when they had testified and spoken 
the word of the Lord, returned to Jerusalem, and preached® 
the gospel to many villages of the Samaritans. 

[261 But an angel of the Lord spake unto Philip, saying, 
Arise, and go toward® the south unto the way that goeth 
down from Jerusalem unto Gaza; the same is desert. [^7] 
And he arose and went: and behold, a man of Ethiopia, a 
eunuch of great authority under Candace, queen of the 
Ethiopians, who was over all her treasure, who had come to 
Jerusalem to worship; [28'\ and he was returning and sitting 
ill his chariot, and was reading the prophet Isaiah, [^p] 
And the Spirit said unto Philip, Go near, and join thyself 
to this chariot, [yo] And Philip ran to him, and heard him 
reading Isaiah the prophet, and said, Understandest thou 
W'liat thou readest? [yj] And he said. How can I, except 
some one shall guide me? And he besought Philip to come 
up and sit with him. [y^] Now the passage of the scripture 
which he was reading was this. 

He was led as a sheep to the slaughter; 

And as a lamb before his shearer is dumb, 

So he openeth not his mouth :

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[jj] humiliation his judgment was taken away; 

His generation who shall declare ? 

For his life is taken from the earth, 

[j^] And the eunuch answered Philip, and said, I pray thee, 
of whom speaketh the prophet this? of himself, or of some 
other? [j5] And Philip opened his mouth, and beginning 
from this scripture, preached^® unto him Jesus, [jd] And as 
they went on the way, they came unto a certain water ; and 
the eunuch saith, Behold, here is water; what doth hinder 
me to be baptized ?^^ [5^] And he commanded the chariot to 
stand still: and they both went down into the water, both 
Philip and the eunuch ; and he baptized him. [jp] And when 
they came up out of the water, the Spirit of the Lord caught 
away Philip ; and the eunuch saw him no more, for he went 
on his way rejoicing, [40] But Philip was found at Azotus: 
and passing through he preached^'’ the gospel to all the cities, 
till he came to Csesarea. 


IX 

[i] But Saul, yet breathing threatening and slaughter 
against the disciples of the Lord, went unto the high priest, 
[5] and asked of him letters to Damascus unto the syna- 
gogues, that if he found any that were of the Way, whether 
men or women, he might bring them bound to Jerusalem, 
[j] And as he journeyed, k came to pass that he drew nigh 
unto Damascus: and suddenly there shone round about him 
a light out of heaven : [4] and he fell upon the earth, and 
heard a voice saying unto him, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me? [5] And he said. Who art thou, Lord? and he 
said, I am Jesus whom thou persecutest: [d] but rise, and 
enter into the city, and it shall be told thee what thou must 
do. [7] And the men that journeyed with him stood 
speechless, hearing the voice, ^ but beholding no man. 18 } 
And Saul arose from the earth; and when his eyes were 
opened, he saw nothing; and they led him by the hand.

days withGUt sight, and did neither eat nor drink. 

[jo] Now there was a certain disciple at Damascus, named 
Ananias ; and the Lord said unto him in a vision, Ananias. 
And he said, Behold, I am here. Lord, [ii] And the Lord 
said unto him, Arise, and go to the street which is called 
Straight, and inquire in the house of Judas for one named 
Saul, a man of Tarsus: for behold, he prayeth; [j^] and he 
hath seen a man named Ananias coming in, and laying his 
hands on him, that he might receive his sight, [ij] But 
Ananias answered, Lord, I have heard from many of this 
man, how much evil he did to thy saints at Jerusalem: [i^] 
and here he hath authority from the chief priests to bind all 
that call upon thy name. [15] But the Lord said unto him, 
Go thy w'ay : for he is a chosen^ vessel unto me, to bear my 
name before the Gentiles and kings, and the children of 
Israel : [16] for I will show him how many things he must 
suffer for m}^ name's sake. [17] And Ananias departed, 
and entered into the house; and laying his hands on him 
said, Brother Saul, the Lord, even Jesus, who appeared 
unto thee in the way which thou earnest, hath sent me, that 
thou mayest receive thy sight, and be filled with the Holy 
Spirit. [iSI And straightway there fell from his eyes 
as it were scales, and he received his sight ; and he 
arose and was baptized; [ip] and he took food and was 
strengthened. 

And he was certain days with fhe disciples that were at 
Damascus. [^0] And straightway in the synagogues he pro- 
claimed Jesus, that he is the Son of God. [^i] And all that 
heard him were amazed, and said. Is not this he that in 
Jerusalem made havoc of them that called on this name? and 
he had come hither for this intent, that he might bring them 
bound before the chief priests. [22] But Saul increased the 
more in strength, and confounded the Jews that dwelt at 
Damascus, proving that this is the Christ. 

[^j] And when many days were fulfilled, the Jews took 
counsel together to kill him: [24] but their plot became 
known to Saul, And they watched the gates also day and 
night that they might kill him: [25] but his disciples took

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him by night, and let him down through the wall, lowering 
him in a basket. 

126] And when he was come to Jerusalem, he assayed to 
join himself to the disciples: and they were all afraid of him, 
not believing that he was a disciple. [^7] But Barnabas took 
him, and brought him to the apostles, and declared unto them 
how he had seen the Lord in the way, and that he had 
spoken to him, and how at Damascus he had preached boldly 
in the name of Jesus. And he was with thejn. going in 

and going out at Jerusalem, [2p] preaching boldly in the 
name of the Lord: and he spake and disputed against the 
Grecian® Jews; but they were seeking to kill him. [yo] And 
when the brethren knew it, they brought him down to Cae- 
sarea, and sent him forth to Tarsus. 

[51] So the church throughout all Judaea and Galilee and 
Samaria had peace, being edified;* and, walking in® the 
fear of the Lord and in® the comfort of the Holy Spirit, was 
multiplied. 

[y^] And it came to pass, as Peter went throughout all 
parts, he came down also to the saints that dwelt at Lydda. 
[yy] And there he found a certain man named ^lineas, who 
had kept his bed eight years ; for he was palsied, [y^] And 
Peter said unto him, iEneas, Jesus Christ healeth thee: 
arise, and make thy bed. And straightway he arose, [yy] 
And all that dwelt at Lydda and in Sharon saw him, and they 
turned to the Lord. 

[yd] Now there was at Joppa a certain disciple named 
Tabitha, which by interpretation is called Dorcas:® this 
woman was full of good works and almsdeeds which she 
did. [yy] And it came to pass in those days, that she fell 
sick, and died : and when they had washed her, they laid her 
in an upper chamber, [y^] And as Lydda was nigh unto 
Joppa, the disciples, hearing that Peter was there, sent two 
men unto him, entreating him, Delay not to come on unto us. 
[yp] And Peter arose and went with them. And when he 
was come, they brought him into the upper chamber : and all 
the widows stood by him weeping, and showing the coats? 
and garments which Dorcas made, while she was with them. 
I40] But Peter put them all forth, and kneeled down, and 
HeUenists, l?iiUded up, ®Or, by, ®That is, 


prajedi and turning to the body, he said, Tabitha, ' arise. 
And she opened her eyes; and when she saw Peter, she sat

[i] l^QW there was a certain man in Caesarea, Cornelius 
by name, a centurion of the ban called the Italian hand, 
[2] a devout man, and one that feared God with all his 
house, who gave much aims to the people, and prayed to 
God always, [j] He saw in a vision openly, as it were 
about the ninth hour of the day, an angel of God coming in 
unto him, and saying to him, Cornelius. [,f] And he, fasten- 
ing his eyes upon him, and being affrighted, said, What is 
it, Lord ? And he said unto him, Thy prayers and thine alms 
are gone up for a memorial before God. [5] And now 
send men to Joppa, and fetch one Simon, who is surnamed 
Peter: [d] he lodgeth with one Simon a tanner, whose 
house is by the sea side. [7] And when the angel that 
spake unto him was departed, he called two of his house- 
hold-servants, and a devout soldier of them that waited on 
him continually; [ 5 ] and having rehearsed all things unto 
them, he sent them to Joppa. 

[p] Now on the morrow, as they were on their journey, 
and drew nigh unto the city, Peter went up upon the house- 
top to pray, about the sixth hour: [Jo] and he became hun- 
gry, and desired to eat: but while they made ready, he fell 
into a trance; [ii] and he beholdeth the heaven opened, 
and a certain vessel descending, as it were a great sheet, let 
down by four corners upon the earth: [1^] wherein were all 
manner of four-footed beasts and creeping things of the 
earth and birds of the heaven, [jy] And there came a voice 
to him. Rise, Peter; kill and eat. [14] But Peter said, Not 
so. Lord; for I have never eaten anything that is common 
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and tmclean. [15] And a voice came unto him again the 
second time, What God hath cleansed, make not thou com- 
mon. [i<5] And this was done thrice: and straightway the 
vessel was received up into heaven. 

[jy] Now while Peter was much perplexed in himself 
what the vision which he had seen might xnean, behold, the 
men that were sent by Cornelius, having made inquiry for 
Simon's house, stood before the gate, [i^] and called and 
asked whether Simon, who was surnamed Peter, were lodg- 
ing there, [jp] And while Peter thought on the vision, the 
Spirit said unto him, Behold, three men seek thee. [20] 
But arise, and get thee down, and go with them, nothing 
doubting: for I have sent them, [^i] And Peter went 
down to the men, and said, Behold, I am he whom ye seek: 
what is the cause wherefore ye are come? [22] And they 
said, Cornelius a centurion, a righteous man and one that 
feareth God, and well reported of by all the nation of the 
Jews, was warned of God by a holy angel to send for thee 
into his house, and to hear words from thee, So he 

called them in and lodged them. 

And on the morrow he arose and went forth wdth them, 
and certain of the brethren from Joppa accompanied him. 
\_24\ And on the morrow they^ entered into Caesarea. And 
Cornelius was waiting for them, having called together his 
kinsmen aii"d his near friends. [^5] And when it came to 
pass that Peter entered, Cornelius met him, and fell down 
at his feet, and worshipped® him. [26] But Peter raised 
him up, saying, Stand up; I myself also am a man. [2/] 
And as he talked with him, he went in, and hndeth many 
come together: [28] and he said unto them, Ye yourselves 
know how"* it is an unlawful thing for a man that is a Jew to 
join himself or come unto one of another nation; and yef 
unto me hath God showed that I should not call any man 
common or unclean: [ap] wherefore also I came without 
gainsaying, when I was sent for. I ask therefore with what 
intent ye sent for me. [yo] And Cornelius said, Four days 
ago, until this hour, I was keeping the ninth hour of prayer 
in my house; and behold, a man stood before me in bright

Send therefore to Joppa, and call unto thee Simon, who 
is snrnamed Peter; he iodgeth in the house of Simon a 
tanner, by the sea side, [jj] Forthwith therefore I sent to 
thee; and thou hast well done that thou art come. Now 
therefore we are all here present in the sight of God, to 
hear all things that have been commanded thee of the Lord. 
1^4] And Peter opened his mouth, and said, 

Of a truth I perceive that God is no respecter of persons: 
[55] but in every nation he that feareth him, and worketh 
righteousness, is acceptable to him. [jd] The^ word which 
he sent unto the children of Israel, preaching good® tidings 
of peace by Jesus Christ (he is Lord of all)— [jy] that say- 
ing ye yourselves know, which was published throughout 
all Judsea, beginning from Galilee, after the baptism which 
John preached; even Jesus of Nazareth, how God 

anointed him with the Holy Spirit and with power: who 
went about doing good, and healing all that were oppressed 
of the devil; for God was with him. [^p] And we are 
witnesses of all things which he did both in the country 
of the Jews, and in Jerusalem; whom also they slew, hang- 
ing him on a tree. [40] Him God raised up the third day, 
and gave him to be made manifest, [41] not to all the people, 
but unto witnesses that were chosen before of God, even 
to us, who ate and drank with him after he rose from the 
dead, [42] And he charged us to preach unto the people, 
and to testify that this is he who is ordained of God to be 
the Judge of the living and the dead, [^j] To him bear 
all the prophets witness, that through his name every one 
that believeth on him shall receive remission of sins. 

I44} While Peter yet spake these words, the Holy Spirit 
fell on ail them that heard the word. [^5] And they of 
the circumcision that believed were amazed, as many as 
came with Peter, because that on the Gentiles also was 
poured out the gift of the Holy Spirit. 146] For they heard 
them speak with tongues, and magnify God. Then an- 
swered Peter, [^7] Can any man forbid the water, that

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these should not be baptized, who have received the Holy 
Spirit as well as we? [481 And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of Jesus Christ. Then prayed they 
him to tarry certain days.

[i] Now the apostles and the brethren that were in 
Judjea heard that the Gentiles also had received the word 
of God. [^] And when Peter was come up to Jerusalem, 
they that were of the circumcision contended with him, 
[j] saying, Thou wentest in to men uncircumcised, and 
didst eat with them. [^] But Peter began, and expounded 
the matter unto them in order, saying, [5] I was in the city 
of Joppa praying: and in a trance I saw a vision, a certain 
vessel descending, as it were a great sheet let down from 
heaven by four corners; and it came even unto me: [6] 
upon which when I had fastened mine eyes, I considered, 
and saw the four-footed beasts of the earth and wild beasts 
and creeping things and birds of the heaven, [y] And I 
heard also a voice saying unto me. Rise, Peter ; kill and eat. 
18 ] But I said, Not so, Lord: for nothing common or un- 
clean hath ever entered into my mouth, [p] But a voice 
answered the second time out of heaven, What God hath 
cleansed, make not thou common. [10] And this was done 
thrice: and all were drawn up again into heaven, [ii] 
And behold, forthwith three men stood before the house in 
which we were, having been sent from Caesarea unto me. 
[12] And the Spirit bade me go with them, making no dis- 
tinction. And these six brethren also accompanied me; 
and we entered into the man^s house: [ij] and he told us 
how he had seen the angel standing in his house, and saying, 
Send to Joppa, and fetch Simon, whose surname is Peter; 
[14] who shall speak unto thee words, whereby thou shalt 
be saved, thou and all thy house. [15] And as I began to 
speak, the Holy Spirit fell on them, even as on us at the 
beginning, [id] And I remembered the word of the Lord, 
how he said, John indeed baptized with water; but ye shall 
be baptized in^ the Holy Spirit. [17] If then God gave

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unto them the like gift a.s he did also unto us, when we 
believed on the Lord Jesus Christ, who was I, that I could 
withstand God? [i§] And when they heard these things, 
they held their peace, and glorified God, saying, Then to 
the Gentiles also hath God granted repentance unto life. 

[jp] They therefore that were scattered abroad upon the 
tribulation that arose about Stephen travelled as far as 
Phoenicia, and Cyprus, and Antioch, speaking the word to 
none save only to Jews. [20] But there were some of them, 
men of Cyprus and Gyrene, who, when they were come to 
Antioch, spake unto the Greeks” also, preaching® the Lord 
Jesus. [21] And the hand of the Lord was with them: and 
a great number that believed turned unto the Lord. [22J 
And the report concerning them came to the ears of the 
church which was in Jerusalem: and they sent forth Bar- 
nabas as far as Antioch: [2^] who, when he was come, and 
had seen the grace of God, was glad ; and he exhorted them 
all, that* with purpose of heart they would cleave unto 
the Lord : {,24} for he was a good man, and full of the Holy 
Spirit and of faith: and much people w^as added unto the 
Lord. [2^1 And he went forth to Tarsus to seek for 
Saul; {26} and when he had found him, he brought him 
unto Antioch, And it came to pass, that even for a whole 
year they were gathered together with® the church, and 
taught much people; and that the disciples were called 
Christians first in Antioch. 

[^y] Now in these days there came down prophets from 
Jerusalem unto A^ntioch. [28] And there stood up one of 
them named Agabus, and signified by the Spirit that there 
should be a great famine over all the® world: which came 
to pass in the days of Claudius, [^p] And the disciples, 
every man according to his ability, determined to send 
relieP unto the brethren that dwelt in Judjsea: [yo] which 
also they did, sending it to the elders by the hand of Bar- 
nabas and Saul

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[j] Now about that time Herod the king put forth his 
hands to afflict certain of the church. [^] And he killed 
James the brother of John with the sword, [j] And when 
he saw that it pleased the Jews, he proceeded to seize Peter 
also. And those were the days of unleavened bread. [4] 
And when he had talcen him, he put him in prison, and de- 
livered him to four quaternions of soldiers to guard him; 
intending after the Passover to bring him forth to the people. 
[5] Peter therefore was kept in the prison: but prayer was 
made earnestly of the church unto God for him. [d] And 
when Herod was about to bring him forth, the same night 
Peter was sleeping between two soldiers, bound with two 
chains: and guards before the door kept the prison, [y] 
And behold, an angel of the Lord stood by him, and a light 
shined in the cell: and he smote Peter on the side, and awoke 
him, saying, Rise up quickly. And his chains fell off from 
his hands. [<?] And the angel said unto him, Gird thyself, 
and bind on thy sandals. And he did so. And he saith unto 
him, Cast thy garment about thee, and follow me. [p] And 
he went out, and followed; and he knew not that it was 
true which was done by^ the angel, but thought he saw a 
vision, [jo] And when they were past the first and the 
second guard, they came unto the iron gate that leadeth into 
the city; which opened to them of its own accord: and they 
went out, and passed on through one street and straight- 
way the angel departed from him. [ii] And when Peter 
was come to himself, he said, Now I know of a truth, that 
the Lord hath sent forth his angel and delivered me out of 
the hand of Herod, and from all the expectation of the 
people of the Jews, [j^] And when he had considered 
the thing, he came to the house of Mary the mother of John 
whose surname was Mark; where many were gathered to- 
gether and were praying, [jj] And when he knocked at 
the door of the gate, a maid came to answer, named Rhoda. 
[j.^] And when she knew Peter's voice, she opened not the 
gate for joy, but ran in, and told that Peter stood before

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the gate. [15] And they said unto her. Thou art mad. But 
she Gonfidently affirmed that it was even so. And they said, 
It is his angel, [id] But Peter continued knocking: and 
when they had opened, they saw him, and were amazed. 
[1/] But he, beckoning unto them with the hand to hold 
their peace, declared unto them how the Lord had brought 
him forth out of the prison. And he said, Tell these things 
unto James, and to the brethren. And he departed, and 
w^ent to another place. [j 5 ] Now as soon as it was day, 
there was no small stir among the soldiers, what was become 
of Peter, [ip] And when Herod had sought for him, and 
found him not, he examined the guards, and commanded 
that they should be piiP to death. And he went down from 
Judaea to Ca;sarea, and tarried there. 

[20] Now he was highly displeased with them of Tyre 
and Sidon: and they came with one accord to him, and, 
having made Blastus the king’s chamberlain their friend, 
they asked for peace, because their country was fed from 
the king’s country, [^i] And upon a set day Herod arrayed 
himself in royal apparel, and sat on the throne,® and made 
an oration unto them. And the people shouted, saymg, 

The voice of a god, and not of a man. [^j] And imme- 
diately an angel of the Lord smote him, because he gave 
not God the glory: and he was eaten of worms, and gave 
up the ghost. 

[24] But the word of God grew and multiplied. 

[25] And Barnabas and Saul returned from* Jerusalem, 
when they had fulfilled their ministration, taking with them 
John whose surname was Mark. 


xiir 

[i] Now there were at Antioch, in the church that was 
there, prophets and teachers, Barnabas, and Symeon that 
was called Niger, and Lucius of Gyrene, and Manaen the 
foster-brother of Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. M And 
as they ministered to the Lord, and fasted, the Holy %irit

unto I have called them. [5] Then, when they had fasted 

and prayed and laid their hands on them, they sent them 

away.'; 

[^] So they, being sent forth by the Holy Spirit, went 
down to Seleiicia; and from thence they sailed to Cyprus, 
[y] And when they were at Salamis, they proclaimed the 
word of God in the synagogues of the Jews: and they had 
also John as their attendant, [d] And when they had gone 
through the whole island unto Paphos, they found a certain 
sorcerer,^ a false prophet, a Jew, whose name was Bar- 
Jesus; [y] who was with the proconsul, Sergius Paultis, a 
man of understanding. The same called unto him Barna- 
bas and Saul, and sought to hear the word of God. [^] But 
Elymas the sorcerer"^ (for so is his name by interpretation) 
withstood them, seeking to turn aside the proconsul from 
the faith, [p] But Saul, who is also called Paul, filled with 
the Holy Spirit, fastened his eyes on him, [jo] and said, O 
full of all guile and all villany, thou son of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness, wilt thou not cease to pervert 
the right ways of the Lord? [u] And now, behold, the 
hand of the Lord is upon thee, and thou shalt be blind, not 
seeing the sun for^ a season. And immediately there fell 
on him a mist and a darkness; and he went about seeking 
some to lead him by the hand, [i^] Then the proconsul, 
when he saw what was done, believed, being astonished at 
the teaching of the Lord. 

[ly] Now Paul and his company set sail from Paphos, 
and came to Perga in Pamphylia: and John departed from 
them and returned to Jerusalem, [ijfl But they, passing 
through from Perga, came to Antioch of Pisidia; and they 
went into the synagogue on the sabbath day, and sat down. 
[15] And after the reading of the law and the prophets the 
rulers of the synagogue sent unto them, saying, Brethren, 
if ye have any word of exhortation for the people, say on. 
[id] And Paul stood up, and beckoning with the hand said, 

Men of Israel, and ye that fear God, hearken: [ry] The 
God of this people Israel chose our fathers, and exalted 
the people when they sojourned in the land of Egypt, and 
^'■Gr, Magus: as in'Mt, 'i, 7, ®Or, untiL 
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with a high arm led he them forth out of it. [i5] And 
for about the time of forty years as® a nursing-father bare 
he them in the wilderness, [ip] And when he had destroyed 
seven nations in the land of Canaan, he gave them their land 
for an inheritance, for about four hundred and fifty years : 
l20j and after these things he gave them judges until Samuel 
the prophet [^j] And afterward they asked for a king: 
and God gave unto them Saul the son of Kish, a man of 
the tribe of Benjamin, for the space of forty years, 

And when he had removed him, he raised up David to be 
their king; to whom also he bare witness and said, I have 
found David the son of Jesse, a man after my heart, who 
shall do all my will.^ [2j] Of this man’s seed hath God 
according to promise brought unto Israel a Saviour, Jesus; 
[241 when John had first preached before® his coming the 
baptism of repentance to all the people of Israel. [^5] And 
as John was fulfilling his course, he said. What suppose ye 
that I am? I am not he. But behold, there cometh one 
after me the shoes of whose feet I am not worthy to un- 
loose. [i'd] Brethren, children of the stock of Abraham, 
and those among you that fear God, to us is the word of this 
salvation sent forth. [^7] For they that dwell in Jerusalem, 
and their rulers, because they knew him not, nor the voices 
of the prophets which are read every sabbath, fulfilled them 
by condemning him, [28'] And though they found no cause 
of death in him, yet asked they of Pilate that he should 
be slain, [^p] And when they had fulfilled all things that 
were written of him, they took him down from the tree, 
and laid him in a tomb, [jo] But God raised him from the 
dead: [51] and he was seen for many days of them that 
came up with him from Galilee to Jerusalem, who are now 
his witnesses unto the people, And we bring you good 

tidings of the promise made unto the fathers, [jy] that 
God hath fulfilled the same unto our children, in that he 
raised up Jesus; as also it is written in the second psalm, 
Thou art my Son, this day have I begotten thee. [s4l And 
as concerning that he raised him up from the dead, now no 
more to return to corruption, he hath spoken on this wise,

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I will give you the holy and sure blessings of David. [j 5 | 
Because he saith also in another psalm. Thou wilt not give 
thy Holy One to see corruption, [jd] For David, after he 
had in® his own generation served the counsel of God, fell 
asleep, and was laid unto his fathers, and saw corruption: 
[57] hut he whom God raised up saw no corruption. 

Be it known unto you therefore, brethren, that through 
this man is proclaimed unto you remission of sins: [jp] 
and by him every one that believeth is justified from all 
things, from which ye could not be justified by the law 
of Moses. [40] Beware therefore, lest that come upon you 
which is spoken in the prophets: 

[41} Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, and perish;'^ 

For I work a work in your days, 

A work which ye shall in no wise believe, if one de- 
clare it unto you. 

[42] And as they went out, they besought that these words 
might be spoken to them the next sabbath, [^j] Now when 
the synagogue broke up, many of the Jews and of the devout 
proselytes followed Paul and Barnabas; who, speaking to 
them, urged them to continue in the grace of God, 

[44} And the next sabbath almost the whole city was 
gathered together to hear the word of God.® [^5] But 
when the Jews saw the multitudes, they were filled with 
jealousy, and contradicted the things which were spoken 
by Paul, and blasphemed.® [^d] And Paul and Barnabas 
spake out boldly, and said. It was necessary that the word 
of God should first be spoken to you. Seeing ye thrust it 
from you, and judge yourselves unworthy of eternal life, 
lo, we turn to the Gentiles. [^7] For so hath the lord 
commanded us, saying, 

I have set thee for a light of the Gentiles, 

That thou shouldest be for salvation unto the utter- 
most part of the earth. 

And as the Gentiles heard this, they were glad, and 
glorified the word of God:® and as many as were ordained 
to eternal life believed, [^p] And the word of the Lord

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was spread abroad throughout all the region. [50] But the 
Jews urged on the devout women of honorable estate, and 
the chief men of the city, and stirred up a persecution 
against Paul and Barnabas, and cast them out of their 
borders. [51] But they shook off the dust of their feet 
against them, and came unto Iconium. [52] And the dis- 
ciples were filled with joy and with the Holy Spirit 


XIV 

[j] And it came to pass in Iconium that they entered to- 
gether into the synagogue of the Jews, and so spake that a 
great multitude both of Jews and of Greeks believed. [.?] 
But the Jews that were disobedient stirred up the souls of 
the Gentiles, and made them evil affected against the breth- 
ren. [3] Long time therefore they tarried there speaking 
boldly in the Lord, who bare witness unto the word of his 
grace, granting signs and wonders to be done by their hands. 
[4] But the multitude of the city was divided; and part 
held with the Jews, and part with the apostles. [5] And 
when there was made an onset both of the Gentiles and of 
the Jews with their rulers, to treat them shamefully and to 
stone them, [d] they became aware of it, and fled unto the 
cities of Lycaonia, Lystra and Derbe, and the region round 
about: [7] and there they preached^ the gospel. 

IS} And at Lystra there sat a certain man, impotent in 
his feet, a cripple from his mother's womb, who never had 
walked, [p] The same heard Paul speaking: who, fastening 
his eyes upon him, and seeing that he had faith to be made 
whole, [jo] said with a loud voice. Stand upright on thy 
feet And he leaped up and walked, [ii] And when the 
multitudes saw what Paul had done, they lifted up their 
voice, saying in the speech of Lycaonia, The gods are come 
down to us ill the likeness of men. [12} And they called 
Barnabas, Jupiter;® and Paul, Mercury,® because he was the 
chief speaker. [ jy] And the priest of Jupiter® whose temple 
was before the city, brought oxen and garlands unto the 
gates, and would have done sacrifice with the multitudes.

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[i./] Btit when the apostles, Barnabas ' and' PatiV heatd of it, 
they rent their garments, and sprang forth among the multi- 
tude, crying out [15] and saying. Sirs, why do ye these 
things? We also are men of like passions'^ with you, and 
bring you good tidings, that ye should turn from these vain 
things unto a living God, who made the heaven and the 
earth and the sea, and all that in them is: [id] who in the 
generations gone by suffered all the nations® to walk in their 
own ways. [17] And yet he left not himself without wit- 
ness, in that he did good and gave you from heaven rains 
and fruitful seasons, filiing your hearts with food and glad- 
ness. [i ^^3 And with these sayings scarce restrained they 
the multitudes from doing sacrifice unto them. 

[jp] But there came Jews thither from Antioch and 
Iconium: and having persuaded the multitudes, they stoned 
Paul, and dragged him out of the city, supposing that he 
was dead. [^0] But as the disciples stood round about him, 
he rose up, and entered into the city : and on the morrow he 
went forth with Barnabas to Derbe. [^i] And when they 
had preached® the gospel to that city, and had made many 
disciples, they returned to Lystra, and to Iconium, and to 
Antioch, confirming the souls of the disciples, exhort- 
ing them to continue in the faith, and that through many 
tribulations we must enter into the kingdom of God. [^y] 
And when they had appointed for them elders in every 
church, and had prayed with fasting, they commended them 
to the Lord, on whom they had believed. [^4] And they 
passed through Pisidia, and came to Pamph3dia. And 

when they had spoken the word in Perga, they went down to 
Attalia ; [^d] and thence they sailed to Antioch, from 
whence they had been committed to the grace of God for 
the work which they had fulfilled. [-?7] And when they 
were come, and had gathered the church togrether, they 
rehearsed all things that God had done with them, and that 
he had opened a door of faith unto the Gentiles, 128 } And 
they tarried no little time with the disciples.

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[j] And certain men came down from Judaea and taught 
the hrethren, saying. Except ye be circumcised after the 
custom of Moses, ye cannot be saved. [2} And when Paul 
and Barnabas had no small dissension and questioning with 
them, the brethren appointed that Paul and Barnabas, and 
certain other of them, should go up to Jerusalem unto the 
apostles and elders about this question, [j] They there- 
fore, being brought on their way by the church, passed 
through both Phosnicia and Samaria, declaring the con- 
version of the Gentiles: and they caused great joy unto all 
the brethren. [4] And when they were come to Jerusalem, 
they were received of the church and the apostles and the 
elders, and they rehearsed all things that God had done 
with them. [5] But there rose up certain of the sect of 
the Pharisees who believed, saying, It is needful to cir- 
cumcise them, and to charge them to keep the law of Moses. 

[d] And the apostles and the elders were gathered to- 
gether to consider of this matter. [7] And when there 
had been much questioning, Peter rose up, and said unto them, 

Brethren, ye know that good while ago God made 
choice among you, that by my mouth the Gentiles should 
hear the word of the gospel,® and believe. 18 ] And God, 
who knoweth the heart, bare them witness, giving them the 
Holy Spirit, even as he did unto us; [p] and he made no 
distinction between us and them, cleansing their hearts by 
faith, [jo] Now therefore why make ye trial of God, that 
ye should put a yoke upon the neck of the disciples which 
neither our fathers nor we were able to bear? [ii] But 
we believe that we shall be saved through the grace of the 
Lord Jesus, in like manner as they. 

[12] And all the multitude kept silence; and they heark- 
ened unto Barnabas and Paul rehearsing what signs and 
wonders God had wrought among the Gentiles through them, 
[jj] And after they had held their peace, James answered, 

Brethren, hearken unto me: [14] Symeon hath rehearsed 
^Gr, from days, »Or, 0ood tidings* 
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'how first God visited the Gentiles,® to take out of them a 
people for his name. [15] And to this agree the words of 
the prophets; as it is written, 

[id] After these things I will return, 

And I will build again the tabernacle of David, which 
is fallen ; 

And I will build again the ruins thereof, 

And I will set it up: 

[17] That the residue of men may seek after the Lord, 

And all the Gentiles, upon whom my name is called, 
[j^] Saith the Lord, who® maketh these things known from 
of old. 

[ip] Wherefore my judgment is, that we trouble not them 
that from among the Gentiles turn to God; [-?o] but that 
we write® unto them, that they abstain from the pollutions 
of idols, and from fornication, and from what is strangled, 
and from blood, [^i] For Moses from generations of old 
hath in every city them that preach him, being read in the 
synagogues every sabbath. 

Then it seemed good to the apostles and the elders, 
with the whole church, to choose men out of their com- 
pany, and send them to Antioch with Paul and Barnabas; 
namely^ Judas called Barsabbas, and Silas, chief men among 
the brethren: [2^] and they wrote thus by them, The^ apos- 
tles and the elders, brethren, unto the brethren who are of 
the Gentiles in Antioch and Syria and Cilicia, greeting: 
[24] Forasmuch as we have heard that certain who® went 
out from us have troubled you with words, subverting your 
souls; to whom we gave no commandment; [^5} it seemed 
good unto us, having come to one accord, to choose out men 
and send them unto you with our beloved Barnabas' and 
Paul, [26] men that have hazarded their lives for the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ [^7] We have sent therefore 
Judas and Silas, who themselves also shall tell you the same 
things by word of mouth. [28'] For it seemed good to the 
Holy Spirit, and to us, to lay upon you no greater burden 
than these necessary things : [^p] that ye abstain from things

C jo] So they, when they were dismissed, came down to 
Antioch ; and having gathered the multitude together, they 
delivered the epistle, [jj] And when they had read it, they 
rejoiced for the consolation.® [ja] And Judas and Silas, 
being themselves also prophets, exhorted^® the brethren with 
many words, and confirmed them, [jj] And after they had 
spent some time there, they were dismissed in peace from 
the brethren unto those that had sent them forth.^ [jj] 
But Paul and Barnabas tarried in Antioch, teaching and 
preaching^^ the word of the Lord, with many others also. 

[jd] And after some days Paul said unto Barnabas, Let 
us return now and visit the brethren in every city wherein 
we proclaimed the word of the Lord, and see how they fare. 
IST] Barnabas was minded to take with them John 
also, who was called Mark, [j^] But Paul thought not 
good to take with them him who withdrew from them from 
Paniphylia, and went not with them to the work, [jp] And 
there arose a sharp contention, so that they parted asunder 
one from the other, and Barnabas took Mark with him, and 
sailed away unto Cyprus; [40] but Paul chose Silas, and 
went forth, being commended by the brethren to the grace 
of the Lord, [^i] And he went through Syria and Cilicia, 
confirming the churches. 

XVI 

[ j] And he came also to Derbe and to Lystra : and behold, 
a certain disciple was there, named Timothy, the son of a 
Jewess that believed ; but his father was a Greek, [.?] The 
same was well reported of by the brethren that were at 
Lystra and Iconium. [j] Him would Paul have to go forth 
with him; and he took and circumcised him because of the 
Jews that were in those parts: for they all knew that his 
father was a Greek. [#] And as they went on their way 
through the cities, they delivered them the decrees to keep

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which had been ordained of the apostles and elders that 
were at Jerusalem. [5] So the churches were strengthened 
the faith, and increased in number daily. 

[ 6 ] And they went through the^ region of Phrygia and 
Galatia, having been forbidden of the Holy Spirit to speak 
the word in Asia; [y] and when they were come over 
against Mysia, they assayed to go into Bithynia; and the 
Spirit of Jesus suffered. them not; [^] and passing by Mysia, 
they came down to Troas. [p] And a vision appeared to 
Paul in the night: There was a man of Macedonia stand- 
ing, beseeching him, and saying, Come over into Macedonia, 
and help us. [jo] And when he had seen the vision, straight- 
way we sought to go forth into Macedonia, concluding that 
God had called us to preach* the gospel unto them. 

[ij] Setting sail therefore from Troas, we made a straight 
course to Samothrace, and the day following to Neapoiis; 
[j^] and from thence to Philippi, which is a city of Mace- 
donia, the first of the district, a Roman colony : and we were 
in this city tarrying certain days. [ ij] And on the sabbath 
day we went forth without the gate by a river side, where'* 
we supposed there was a place of prayer; and we sat dowm, 
and spake unto the women that were come together, [j^] 
And a certain woman named Lydia, a seller of purple, of 
the city of Thyatira, one that worshipped God, heard us: 
whose heart the Lord opened to give heed unto the things 
which were spoken by Paul, [15] And when she was bap- 
tized, and her household, she besought us, saying, If ye 
have judged me to be faithful to the Lord, come into my 
house, and abide there. And she constrained us. 

[jd] And it came to pass, as we were going to the place 
of prayer, that a certain maid having a® spirit of divination 
met us, who brought her masters much gain by soothsaying, 
[jy] The same following after Paul and us cried out, saying, 
These men are servants* of the Most High God, who pro- 
claim unto you the* way of salvation, [j 5 ] And this she 
did for many days. But Paul, being sore troubled, turned 
and said to the spirit, I charge thee in the name of Jesus

Christ to come out of her. And it came out that very 
hour. 

[jp] But when her masters saw that the hope of their 
gain was gone,® they laid hold on Paul and Silas, and 
dragged them into the marketplace before the rulers, [^o] 
and when they had brought them unto the magistrates/ 
they said, These men, being Jews, do exceedingly trouble 
our city, [^i] and set forth customs Vv’hich it is not lawful 
for us to receive, or to observe, being Romans. [2^] And 
the multitude rose up together against them : and the magis- 
trates® rent their garments off them, and commanded to 
beat them with rods, [i'j] And when they had laid many 
stripes upon them, they cast them into prison, charging the 
jailor to keep them safely: who, having received such a 

charge, cast them into the inner prison, and made their feet 
fast in the stocks. [^5] But about midnight Paul and Silas 
were praying and singing hymns unto God, and the prisoners 
were listening to them; [26] and suddenly there was a great 
earthquake, so that the foundations of the prison-house were 
shaken: and immediately all the doors ivere opened; and 
every one's bands were loosed, [2/] And the jailor, being 
roused out of sleep and seeing the prison doors open, drew 
his sivord and was about to kill himself, supposing that the 
prisoners had escaped. [28] But Paul cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Do thyself no harm : for we are all here. [.?p 3 
And he called for lights and sprang in, and, trembling for 
fear, fell down before Paul and Silas, [yo] and brought them 
out and said, Sirs, what must I do to be saved? [ji] And 
they said, Believe on the Lord Jesus, and thou shalt be 
saved, thou and thy house. [32] And they spake the word 
of the^® Lord unto him, with all that were in his house, [jj] 
And he took them the same hour of the night, and washed 
their stripes; and was baptized, he and all his, immediately. 
[5^3 And he brought them up into his house, and set 
before them, and rejoiced greatly, with all his house, hav- 
ing“ believed in God, 

[yj] But when it was day, tlie magistrates'® sent the 
serjeWts,'* saying, Let those men . go. [36] And the jailor

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reported the words to Paul, saying. The magistrates'® have 
sent to let you go: now therefore come forth, and go in 
peace, [jy] But Paul said unto them, They have beaten us 
publicly, uncondemned, men that are Romans, and have cast 
us into prison; and do they now cast us out privily? nay 
verily ; but let them come themselves and bring us out. [5^] 
And the serjeants^* reported these words unto the magis- 
trates:^* and they feared when they heard that they were 
Romans; [jp] and they came and besought them; and when 
they had brought them out, they asked them to go away 
from the city. [46} And they went out of the prison, and 
entered into the house of Lydia: and when they had seen 
the brethren, they comforted*® them, and departed. 


XVII 

[i] Now when they had passed through Amphipolis and 
Apollonia, they came to Thessalonica, where was a syna- 
gogue of the Jews: [2] and Paul, as his custom was, went 
in unto them, and for three sabbath* days reasoned with 
them from the scriptures, [j] opening and alleging that it 
behooved the Christ to suffer, and to rise again from the 
dead; and that this Jesus, whom, said he, I proclaim unto 
you, is the Christ. [4] And some of them were persuaded, 
and consorted with Paul and Silas; and of the devout 
Greeks a great multitude, and of the chief women not a 
few. [5] But the Jews, being moved with jealousy, took 
unto them certain vile fellows of the rabble, and gathering 
a crowd, set the city on an uproar ; and assaulting the house 
of Jason, they sought to bring them forth to the people. 
[< 5 ] And when they found them not, they dragged Jason and 
certain brethren before the rulers of the city, crying, These 
that have turned the® world upside down are come hither 
also; [7] whom Jason hath received: and these all act 
contrary to the decrees of Caesar, saying that there is an- 
other king, one Jesus, [ 5 ] And they troubled the multitude 
and the rulers of the city, when they heard these things.

[lo] And the brethren immediately sent away Paul and 
Silas by night unto Beroea: who when they were come thither 
went into the synagogue of the Jews, [ii] Now these 
were more noble than those in Thessalonica, in that they 
received the word with all readiness of mind, examining the 
scriptures daily, whether these things %vere so. [12] Many 
of them therefore believed; also of the Greek women of 
honorable estate, and of men, not a few. [15] But when 
the Jews of Thessalonica had knowledge that the word of 
God was proclaimed of Paul at Beroea also, they came 
thither likewise, stirring up and troubling the multitudes. 
[14] And then immediately the brethren sent forth Paul to 
go as far as to the sea; and Silas and Timothy abode there 
still. [15] But they that conducted Paul brought him as far 
as Athens: and receiving a commandment unto Silas and 
Timothy that they should come to him with all speed, they 
departed. 

[id] Now while Paul waited for them at Athens, his spirit 
was provoked within him as he beheld the city full of idols* 
[jy] So he reasoned in the synagogue with the Jews and 
the devout persons, and in the marketplace every day with 
them that met him. [i^] And certain also of the Epicurean 
and Stoic philosophers encountered him. And some said, 
What would this babbler say? others, He seemeth to be a 
setter forth of strange® gods:^ because he preached® Jesus 
and the resurrection, [ip] And they took hold of him, and 
brought him unto* the^ Areopagus, saying, May we know 
what this new teaching is, which is spoken by thee? [^0] 
For thou bringest certain strange things to our ears: we 
would know therefore what these things mean, [^i] (Now 
all the Athenians and the strangers sojourning there spent® 
their time in nothing else, but either to tell or to hear some 
new thing.) And Paul stood in the midst of the Areop- 

agus, and said, 

Ye men of Athens, in all things I perceive that ye are 
very® religious, For as I passed along, and observed

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the objects of your worship, I found also an altar with this 
inscription, To an Unknown God. What therefore ye wor- 
ship in ignorance, this I set forth unto you. I24] The God 
that made the world and all things therein, he, being Lord 
of heaven and earth, dwelleth not in temples^® made with 
hands; [.?5] neither is he served by men's hands, as though 
he needed anything, seeing he himself giveth to all life, and 
breath, and all things; [^d] and he made of one every 
nation of men to dwell on all the face of the earth, having 
determined their appointed seasons, and the bounds of their 
habitation; [^7] that they should seek God, if haply they 
might feel after him and find him, though he is not far 
from each one of us: [28] for in him we live, and move, 
and have our being ; as certain even of your own poets have 
said. 

For we are also his offspring. 

[ep] Being then the offspring of God, we ought not to think 
that the^"^ Godhead is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, 
graven by art and device of man. [jo] The times of igno- 
rance therefore God overlooked; but now he commandeth^® 
men that they should all everywhere repent: [ji] inasmuch 
as he hath appointed a day in which he will judge the^ 
world in righteousness by^* the^® man whom he hath or- 
dained; whereof he hath given assurance unto all men, 
in that he hath raised him from the dead. 

[5^] Now when they heard of the resurrection of the 
dead, some mocked ; but others said, We will hear thee con- 
cerning this yet again, [jj] Thus Paul went out from among 
them, But certain men clave unto him, and believed; 

among whom also was Dionysius the Areopagite, and a 
woman named Damaris, and others with them. 


XVIII 

[i] After these things he departed from Athens, and 
came to Corinth. [2] And he found a certain Jew named 
Aquila, a man of Pontus by race, lately come from Italy, 

Or, sanctuaries, Or, that which is Mvine* 

Some ancient atithorities read declareth to men. 

' Gr. the inhabited earth. ' Gr. in. Or, a nmn. 
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witli ^liis wife Priscillaj because- Claudius bad commanded 
all the Jews to depart from Rome rand he came unto 'them; 
[j] and because he was of the same trade, he abode with 
them, and they wrought; for by their trade they were tent- 
makers. [^] And he reasoned in the synagogue every sab- 
bath, and per suadedh Jews and Greeks. 

[5] But when Silas and Timothy came down from Mace- 
donla, Paul was constrained by the word, testifying to the 
Jews that Jesus was the Christ, [d] And when they op- 
posed themselves and blasphemed,® he shook out his raiment 
and said unto them, Your blood be upon your own heads ; I 
am clean: from henceforth I will go unto the Gentiles, [y] 
And he departed thence, and went into the house of a cer- 
tain man named Titus Justus, one that worshipped God, 
whose house joined hard to the synagogue. [8] And Cris- 
pus, the ruler of the synagogue, believed® in the Lord with 
all his house ; and many of the Corinthians hearing believed, 
and were baptized, [p] And the Lord said unto Paul in 
the night by a vision, Be not afraid, but speak and hold not 
thy peace: [jo] for I am with thee, and no man shall set 
on thee to harm thee: for I have much people in this city, 
[jj] And he dwelt there a year and six months, teaching 
the word of God among them. 

[12'] But when Gallio was proconsul of Achaia, the Jews 
with one accord rose up against Paul and brought him before 
the judgment-seat, [ij] saying, This man persuadeth men 
to worship God contrary to the law. {14] But when Paul 
was about to open his mouth, Gallio said unto the Jews, 
If indeed it were a matter of wrong or of wicked villany, 
O ye Jews, reason would that I should bear with you; [jj] 
but if they are questions about words and names and your 
own law, look to it yourselves; I am not minded to be a 
judge of these matters, [jd] And he drove them from the 
judgment-seat [jy] And they all laid hold on Sosthenes, 
the ruler of the synagogue, and beat him before the judg- 
ment-seat. And Gallic cared for none of these things. 

[j<§] And Paul, having tarried after this yet many days, 
took his leave of the brethren, and sailed thence for Syria, 
and with him Priscilla and Aquila: having shorn his head

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in Cenchrese; for be had a vow. [ip] And they came to 
Ephesus, and he left them there: but he himself entered 
into the synagogue, and reasoned with the Jews, po] And 
when they asked him to abide a longer time, he consented 
. not; [ 31 ] but taking his leave of them, and saying, I will 
return again unto you if God will, he set sail front Ephesus. 

[33] And when he had landed at Ciesarea, he went up and 
saluted the church, and went down to Antioch, [^j] And 
having spent some time there, he departed, and went through 
the region of Galatia, and Phrygia, in order, establishing 
all the disciples. 

[34] Now a certain Jew named Apollos, an Alexandrian 
by race, an* eloquent man, came to Ephesus; and he was 
mighty in the scriptures. [^5] This man had been instructed® 
in the way of the Lord; and being fervent in spirit, 
he spake and taught accurately the things concerning Jesus, 
knowing only the baptism of John: [^d] and he began to 
speak boldly in the synagogue. But when Priscilla and 
Aquila heard him, they took him unto them, and expounded 
unto him the way of God more accurately. [57] And when 
he was minded to pass over into Achaia, the brethren en- 
couraged him, and wrote to the disciples to receive him: and 
when he was come, he he!ped^them much that had believed 
through grace; [38] for he powerfully confuted the Jews, 
ancf that publicly, showing by the scriptures that Jesus was 
the Christ 

XIX 

[j] And it came to pass, that, while Apollos was at Cor- 
inth, Paul having passed through the upper country came 
to Ephesus, and found certain disciples: [3} and he said 
unto them. Did ye receive the Ploly Spirit when ye be- 
lieved? And they said unto him, Nay, we did not so much 
as hear whether the* Holy Spirit was given, [j] And he 
said, Into what then were ye baptized? And they said, Into 
John's baptism. [4] And Paul said, John baptized with the

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baptism of repentance, saying nnto the people that they 
should believe on him that should come after him, that is, 
on Jesus. [5] And when they heard this, they were baptized 
into the name of the Lord Jesus. {6} And when Paul had 
laid his hands upon them, the Holy Spirit came on them; 
and they spake with tongues, and prophesied. [7] And they 
were in all about twelve men. 

[<?] And he entered into the synagogue, and spake boldly 
for the space of three months, reasoning and persuading as 
to the things concerning the kingdom of God. [p] But when 
some were hardened and disobedient, speaking evil of the 
Way before the multitude, he departed from them, and 
separated the disciples, reasoning daily in the school of 
Tyrannus. [jo] And this continued for the space of two 
years ; so that all they that dwelt in Asia heard the word of 
the Lord, both Jews and Greeks, [ii] And God wrought 
special miracles^ by the hands of Paul: [12] insomuch that 
unto the sick were carried away from his body handker- 
chiefs or aprons, and the diseases departed from them, and 
the evil spirits went out. [ij] But certain also of the stroll- 
ing Jews, exorcists, took upon them to name over them that 
had the evil spirits the name of the Lord Jesus, saying, I 
adjure you by Jesus whom Paul preacheth. {14] And there 
were seven sons of one Sceva, a Jew, a chief priest, who did 
this. [15] And the evil spirit answered and said unto 
them, Jesus I know,® and Paul I know; but who are ye? 
[id] And the man in whom the evil spirit was leaped on 
them, and mastered both of them, and prevailed against 
them, so that they fled out of that house naked and wounded, 
[jy] And this became known to all, both Jews and Greeks, 
that dwelt at Ephesus ; and fear fell upon them all, and the 
name of the Lord Jesus was magnified, [i^] Many also of 
them that had believed came, confessing, and declaring their 
deeds, [ip] And not a few of them that practised magical 
arts brought their books together and burned them in the 
sight of all; and they counted the price of them, and found 
it fifty thousand pieces of silver, [^o] So mightily grew 
the word of the Lord and prevailed. 

[ai] Now after these things were ended, Paul purposed

Achaia, to go to Jerusalem, saying, After I have been there, 
I must also see Rome, And having sent into Mace- 

donia two of them that ministered unto him, Timothy and 
Erastus, he himself stayed in Asia for a while. 

[^j] And about that time there arose no small stir con- 
cerning the Way. [24] For a certain man named Demetrius, 
a silversmith, who made silver shrines of Diana, ^ brought 
no little business unto the craftsmen; [2^1 whom he gath- 
ered together, with the workmen of like occupation, and 
said. Sirs, ye know that by this business wt have our wealth. 
[2d] And ye see and hear, that not alone at Ephesus, but 
almost throughout all Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and 
turned away much people, saying that they are no gods, 
that are made with hands : [27] and not only is there danger 
that this our trade come into disrepute; but also that the 
temple of the great goddess Diana** be made of no account, 
and that she should even be deposed from her magnificence 
whom all Asia and the® world worshippeth. [28I And when 
they heard this they were filled with wrath, and cried out, 
saying, Great is Diana^ of the Ephesians. [2 pi And the 
city was filled with the confusion : and they rushed with one 
accord into the theatre, having seized Gains and Aristarchus, 
men of Macedonia, PauFs companions in travel, [jo] 
And when Paul was minded to enter in unto the people, the 
disciples suffered him not. [51] And certain also of the 
Asiarchs,® being his friends, sent unto him and besought 
him not to adventure himself into the theatre. [j2] Some 
therefore cried one thing, and some another: for the as- 
sembly was in confusion; and the more part knew not 
wherefore they were come together, [jj] And’^ they brought 
Alexander out of the multitude, the Jews putting him for- 
ward. And Alexander beckoned with the hand, and would 
have made a defence unto the people, [5^] But when they 
perceived that he was a Jew, all with one voice about the 
space of two hours cried out, Great is Diana® of the Ephe- 
sians. [j5] And when the townclerk had quieted the multi- 
tude, he saith, Ye men of Ephesus, what man is there who

Jupiter ?® [jd] Seeing then that these things cannot be gam- 
said/ ye ought to be quiet, and to do nothing rash. [57] 
For ye have brought hither these men, who. are neither rob- 
bers of temples nor' blasphemers of our goddess, If 

therefore Demetrius, and the craftsmen that are with him, 
have a matter against any man, the® courts are open, and 
there are proconsuls: let them accuse one another, [jp] 
But if ye seek anything about other matters, it shall be set- 
tled in the tegular assembly, [40] For indeed we are in 
danger to be accused^® concerning this day's riot, there 
being no cause for if: and as touching it we shall not be able 
to give account of this concourse, [-^i] And when he had 
thus spoken, he dismissed the assembly. 


, XX' 

[i] And after the uproar ceased, Paul having sent for 
the disciples and exhorted them, took leave of them, and de- 
parted to go into Macedonia, [a] And when he had gone 
through those parts, and had given them much exhortation, 
he came into Greece, [j] And when he had spent three- 
months there, and a plot was laid against him by the Jews 
as he was about to set sail for Syria, he determined to re- 
turn through Macedonia. [4} And there accompanied him 
as^ far as Asia, Sopater of Beroea, the son of Pyrrhus ; and 
of the Thessalonians, Aristarchus and Secundus; and Gains 
of Derbe, and Timothy; and of Asia, Tychicus and Trophi- 
mus. [5] But these had® gone before, and were waiting for 
us at Troas. [d] And we sailed away from Philippi after the 
days of unleavened bread, and came unto them to Troas in 
five days ; where we tarried seven days. 

[7] And upon the first day of the week, when we were 
gathered together to break bread, Paul discoursed with them, 
intending to depart on the morrow ; and prolonged his speech

per chamber where we were gathered together, [p] And 
there sat in the window a certain young man named Euty- 
chus, borne down with deep sleep; and as Paul discoursed 
yet longer, being borne down by his sleep he fell down from 
the third story, and was taken up dead. [lo] And Paul went 
down, and fell on him, and embracing him said, Make ye 
no ado ; for his life is in him. [ Ji] And when he was gone 
up, and had broken the bread, and eaten, and had talked 
with them a long while, even till break of day, so he de- 
parted, [121 And they brought the lad alive, and were not 
a little comforted. 

[jj] But we, going before to the ship, set sail for Assos, 
there intending to take in Paul; for so had he appointed, in- 
tending himself to go by® land. [14] And when he met us 
at Assos, we took him in, and came to Mitylene, [15] And 
sailing from thence, we came the following day over against 
Chios ; and the next day we touched at Samos ; and the'^ day 
after we came to Miletus, [id] For Paul had determined to 
sail past Ephesus, that he might not have to spend time in 
Asia ; for he was hastening, if it were possible for him, to be 
at Jerusalem the day of Pentecost. 

[jy] And from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, and called to 
him the elders® of the church. [i<?] And when they were 
come to him, he said unto them, 

Ye yourselves know, from the first day that I set foot in 
Asia, after what manner I was with you all the time, [ip] 
serving the Lord with all lowliness of mind, and with tears, 
and with trials which befell me by the plots of the Jews; 
{ 20 \ how I shrank not from declaring unto you anything 
that was profitable, and teaching you publicly, and from 
house to house, [ 21 '] testifying both to Jews and to Greeks 
repentance toward God, and faith toward our Lord Jesus 
Christ® [221 And now, behold, I go bound in the spirit 
unto Jerusalem, not knowing the things that shall befall me 
there: [^j] save that the Holy Spirit testifieth unto me in 
every city, saying that bonds and afflictions abide me. [ 24 ] 
But I hold not my life of any account as dear unto myself,

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so^ tliat I may accomplish my course, and the ministry which 
il received from the Lord Jesus, to testify the gospeP of the 
grace of God. [^5] And now, behold, I know that ye all, 
among whom I went about preaching the kingdom, shall see 
my face no more. [26] Wherefore I testify unto you this 
day, that I am pure from the blood of all men. [2/] For I 
shrank not from declaring unto you the whole counsel of 
God. [-S’S] Take heed unto yourselves, and to all the flock, 
in which the Holy Spirit hath made you bishops,^ to feed 
the church of the^^ Lord which he purchased^^ with his own 
blood, [^p] I know that after my departing grievous wolves 
shall enter in among you, not sparing the flock; [50] and 
from among your own selves shall men arise, speaking per- 
verse things, to draw away the disciples after them, [jz] 
Wherefore watch ye, remembering that by the space of three 
years I ceased not to admonish every one night and day 
with tears, [j^] And now I commend you to God,^^ and to 
the word of his grace, which is able to build you up, and to 
give you the inheritance among all them that are sanctified. 
[33] f coveted no man’s silver, or gold, or apparel. [34] Ye 
yourselves know that these hands ministered unto my neces- 
sities, and to them that were with me. [55] In all things I 
gave you an example, that so laboring ye ought to help the 
weak, and to remember the words of the Lord Jesus, that he 
himself said, it is more blessed to give than to receive. 

[jd] And when he had thus spoken, he kneeled down and 
prayed with them all. [57] And they all wept sore, and fell 
on Paul’s neck and kissed him, [j 5 ] sorrowing most of all 
for the word which he had spoken, that they should behold 
his face no more. And they brought him on his way unto 
the ship. 

XXI 

[i] And when it came to pass that we were parted from 
them and had set sail, we came with a straight course unto 
Cos, and the next day unto Rhodes, and from thence 
unto Patara : [2] and having found a ship crossing over unto

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Phoenicia, we went aboard, and set sail. [5] And when we 
had come in sight of Cyprus, leaving it on the left hand, we 
mailed unto Syria, and landed at Tyre; for there the ship was 
to unlade her burden. [4} And having found the disciples, 
we tarried there seven days: and these said to Paul *1°“^ 
the Spirit, that he should not set foot in Jerusalem. [5] And 
when'it came to pass that we had accomphshed the days, _ wx 
departed and went on our journey; and they all, with wives 
and children, brought us on our way till we were out of 
the city : and kneeling down on the beach, we prayed, and 
bade each other farewell; [< 5 ] and we went on board the 
ship, but they returned home again. 

rVl And when we had finished the voyage from Tyre we 
arrhmd at Ptolemais; and we saluted the bretiiren, and abode 
with them one day. IS] And on the morrow we departed 
and came unto Caesarea: and entering into the house of 
Philip the evangelist, who was one of the seven, we aboce 
with him. [o] Now this man had four virgin daughters, 
who prophesied. [lo] And as we tarried there some days 
there came down from Judaea a certain prophet, named 
Agabus. [ii] And coming to us, and taking Paul s g^dle, 
he bound his own feet and hands, and said. Thus saith the 
Holy Spirit, So shall the Jews at Jerusalem bind the man 
that owneth this girdle, and shall deliver him into the hands 
of the Gentiles. [12} And when we heard these things, 
both we and they of that place besought him not to go up_ to 
Jerusalem. [15] Then Paul answered. What do ye, weeping 
and breaking my heart? for I am ready not to be bound 
only, but also to die at Jerusalem for the name of the Lord 
Jesus. I14} And when he would not be persuaded, we ceased, 
saying. The will of the Lord be done. 

'[15] And after these days we took* up our baggage and 
went up to Jerusalem, [id] And there went with us also 
certain of the disciples from Caesarea, bringing* mth them 
one Mnason of Cyprus, an early disciple, with whom we 

should lodge. , , , 

[17] And when we were come to Jerusalem, the brethren 
received us gladly. [j «3 And the day following Paul went in 
with us unto James; and all the elders were present [ipj 
» Or, made ready. * Or, bringing us to one Mnason Sre, 
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ilnd when he had saluted them, he rehearsed one by one the 
things which God had wrought among the Gentiles through 
his ministry. I20] And they, when they heard it, glorified 
God; and they said unto him, Thou seest, brother, how many 
thousands^ there are among the Jews of them that have be- 
lieved ; and they are all zealous for the law : [21] and they 
have been informed concerning thee, that thou teachest all 
the Jews who are among the Gentiles to forsake Moses, 
telling them not to circumcise their children neither to walk 
after the customs. [22] What is it therefore? they will 
certainly hear that thou art come. [2j} Do therefore this 
that we say to thee: We have four men that have a vow on 
them; [24] these take, and purify thyself with them, and be 
at charges for them, that they may shave their heads : and all 
shall know that there is no truth in the things whereof they 
have been informed concerning thee; but that thou thyself 
also waikest orderly, keeping the law. [^5] But as touching 
the Gentiles that have believed, we wrote, giving judgment 
that they should keep themselves from things sacrificed to 
idols, and from blood, and from what is strangled, and from 
fornication. [26'] Then Paul took^ the men, and the next day 
purifying himself with them went into the temple, declaring 
the fulfilment of the days of purification, until the offering 
was offered for every one of them. 

[^7] And when the seven days were almost completed, the 
Jews from Asia, when they saw him in the temple, stirred 
up all the multitude and laid hands on him, [^ 5 ] crying out, 
Men of Israel, help: This is the man that teacheth ail men 
everywhere against the people, and the law, and this place; 
and moreover he brought Greeks also into the temple, and 
hath defiled this holy place, [^p] For they had before seen 
with him in the city Trophimus the Ephesian, whom they 
supposed that Paul had brought into the temple. [50] And 
all the city was moved, and the people ran together ; and they 
laid hold on Paul, and dragged him out of the temple : and 
straightway the doors were shut, [jj] And as they were 
seeking to kill him, tidings came up to the chief® captain of 
the band,’^ that all Jerusalem was in confusion. [j.a] And

forthwith he took soldiers and centurions, and ran down 
upon them : and they, when they saw the chiefs captain and 
the soldiers, left off beating Paul, [jj] Then the chief® 
captain came near, and laid hold on him, and commanded 
him to be bound with two chains ; and inquired who he was, 
and what he had done. [34] And some shouted one thing, 
some another, among the crowd: and when he could not 
know the certainty for the uproar, he commanded him to be 
brought into the castle, [jj] And when he came upon the 
stairs, so it was that he was borne of the soldiers for the 
violence of the crowd; [36} for the multitude of the people 
followed after, crying out, Away with him. 

[j/] And as Paul was about to be brought into the castle, 
he saith unto the chief® captain, May I say something unto 
thee? And he said, Dost thou know Greek? [j^] Art thou 
not then the Egyptian, who before these days stirred up to 
sedition and led out into the wilderness the four thousand 
men of the Assassins? [jp] But Paul said, I am a Jew, of 
Tarsus in Cilicia, a citizen of no mean city: and I beseech 
thee, give me leave to speak unto the people. [40] And 
when he had given him leave, Paul, standing on the stairs, 
beckoned with the hand unto the people; and when there was 
made a great silence, he spake unto them in the Hebrew 
language, saying, 

XXII 

[i] Brethrek and fathers, hear ye the defence which I 
now make unto you. 

And when they heard that he spake unto them in the 
Hebrew language, they were the more quiet: and he saith, 

[3] I am a Jew, born in Tarsus of Cilicia, but brought up 
in this city, at the feet of Gamaliel, instructed according to 
the strict manner of the law of our fathers, being zealous 
for God, even as ye ail are this day: [^3 and I persecuted 
this Way unto the death, binding and delivering into prisons 
both men and women. [5] As also the high priest doth bear 
me witness, and all the estate of the elders : from whom also 
I received letters unto the brethren, and journeyed to Da- 
mascus to bring them ^so that were there unto Jerusalem 
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in bonds to be punished, [d] 'And it came to pass, that, as 
I made my journey, and drew nigh unto Damascus, about 
noon, suddenly there shone from heaven a great light round 
about me. [y] ilnd I fell unto the ground, and heard a 
voice saying unto me, Saul, Saul, why persecutes! thou me ? 
[o'] And I answered, Who art thou, Lord? And he said unto 
me, I am Jesus of Nazareth, whom thou persecutest [p] 
And the}^ that were with me beheld indeed the light, but they 
heard not the voice of him that spake to me. [lo] And I 
said, What shall I do, Lord? And the Lord said unto me. 
Arise, and go into Damascus ; and there it shall be told thee 
of all things which are appointed for thee to do. [ri] And 
wdien I could not see for the glory of that light, being led 
by the hand of them that were with me I came into Damas- 
cus. [j ^3 And one Ananias, a devout man according to the 
law, well reported of by all the Jews that dv/elt there, [jj] 
came unto me, and standing by me said unto me, Brother 
Saul, receive thy sight And in that very hour I looked^ up 
on him. [r^] And he said, The God of our fathers hath 
appointed thee to know his will, and to see the Righteous 
One, and to hear a voice from his mouth. [15] For thou 
shalt be a witness for him unto all men of what thou hast 
seen and heard, [id] And now why tarriest thou? arise, and 
be baptized, and wash away thy sins, calling on his name, 
[jy] And it came to paSvS, that, when I had returned to Jeru- 
salem, and while I prayed in the temple, I fell into a trance, 
[/<?] and saw him saying unto me, Make haste, and get thee 
quickly out of Jerusalem; because they will not receive of 
thee testimony concerning me. [ip] And I said, Lord, they 
themselves know that I imprisoned and beat in every syna- 
gogue them that believed on thee : [^o] and when the blood 
of Stephen thy witness was shed, I also was standing by, 
and consenting, and keeping the garments of them that slew 
him. 121} And he said unto me, Depart: for I will send 
thee forth far hence unto the Gentiles, 

I22} And they gave him audience unto this word; and they 
lifted up their voice, and said, Away with such a fellow 
from the earth : for it is not fit that he should live, 

And as they cried out, and threw off their garments, and

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cast dust into the air,:, [B4I .the chief captain commanded 
him to be brought into the castle, bidding that he should be 
examined by scourging, that he might know for what cause 
they so shouted against him. [^5] And when they had tied 
him up with® the thongs, Paul said unto the centurion that 
stood by, Is it lawful for you to scourge a man that is; a 
Roman, and tmcondenined? [ad] And when the centurion 
heard it, he went to the chief captain and told him, sa3dng, 
What art thou about to do? for this man is a Roman, [^y] 
And the chief captain came and said unto him, Tell me, art 
thou a Roman? And he said, Yea. [^^3 And the chief 
captain answered, With a great sum obtained I this citizen- 
ship, And Paul said. But I am a Roman born, [zg] They 
then that were about to examine him straightway departed 
from him : and the chief captain also was afraid when he 
knew that he was a Roman, and because he had bound him. 

[jo] But on the morrow, desiring to know the certainty 
wherefore he was accused of the Jews, he loosed him, and 
commanded the chief priests and all the council to come to- 
gether, and brought Paul down and set him before them. 


XXIII 

[j] And Paul, looking stedfastly on the council, said, 
Brethren, I have lived before God in all good conscience 
until this day. [-a] And the high priest Ananias commanded 
them that stood by him to smite him on the mouth, [j] 
Then said Paul unto him, God shall smite thee, thou whited 
wall: and sittest thou to judge me according to the law, and 
commandest me to be smitten contrary to the law ? [^] And 
they that stood by said, Revilest thou God’s high priest? 
[5] And Paul said, I knew not, brethren, that he was high 
priest : for it is written, Thou shalt not speak evil of a ruler 
of thy people. [< 5 ] But when Paul perceived that the one part 
were Sadducees and the other Pharisees, he cried out in the 
council. Brethren, I am a Pharisee, a son of Pharisees: 
touching the hope and resurrection of the dead I am called 
in question, [y] And when he had so said, there arose a

spoken to him, or an angel? , [lo] And when there arose a 
great dissension, the chief captain, fearing lest Paul should 
be torn in pieces by them, commanded the soldiers to go 
down and take him by force from among them, and bring 
him into '.the castle. 

[ii] And the night following the Lord stood by him, and 
said, Be of good cheer: for as thou hast testified concerning 
me at Jerusalem, so must thou bear witness also at Rome. 

[j.?] And when it was day, the Jews banded together, and 
bound themselves under curse, saying that they would 
neither eat nor drink till they bad killed Paul, [ij] And 
they were more than forty that made this conspiracy. [i 4 \ 
And they came to the chief priests and the elders, and said, 
We have bound ourselves under a great curse, to taste 
Botliing until we have killed Paul. [15] Now therefore do 
ye with the council signify to the chief captain that he bring 
him down unto you, as though ye would judge of his case 
more exactly: and we, before he comes near, are ready to 
slay him. [id] But PauFs sister's son heard of their lying 
in wait, and^ he came and entered into the castle and told 
Paul. [ly] And Paul called unto him one of the centurions, 
and said, Bring this young man unto the chief captain; for 
he hath something to tell him. [i^] So he took him, and 
brought him to the chief captain, and saith, Paul the pris- 
oner called me unto him, and asked me to bring this young 
man unto thee, who hath something to say to thee, [ip] 
And the chief captain took him by the hand, and going aside 
asked him privately, What is it that thou hast to tell me? 
[20] And he said, The Jews have agreed to ask thee to bring 
down Paul to-morrow unto the cotmcil, as though thou 
wouldest inquire somewhat more exactly concerning him. 
I^i] Do not thou therefore yield unto them: for there lie

the promise from thee. [-?-?] So the chief captain let the 
young man go, charging him, Tell no man that thou hast 
signified these things to me. [^j] And he called unto him 
two of the centurions, and said, Make ready two hundred 
soldiers to go as far as Caesarea, and horsemen threescore 
and ten, and spearmen two hundred, at the third hour of 
the night: and he hade them ptOYidt beasts, that they 

might set Paul thereon, and bring him safe unto Felix the 
governor. [i?5] And he wrote a letter after this form: 

[^(5] Claudius Lysias unto the most excellent governor 
Felix, greeting. [ 2 /] This man was seized by the Jews, and 
was about to be slain of them, when I came upon them with 
the soldiers and rescued him, having learned that he was a 
Roman. 1^8] And desiring to know the cause wherefore 
they accused him, P brought him down unto their council: 

whom' I found to be accused about questions of their law, 
but to have nothing laid to his charge worthy of death or of 
bonds, [jo] And when it was shown to me that there would 
be a plot against* the man, I sent him to thee forthwith, 
charging his accusers also to speak against him before thee.® 
[jj] So the soldiers, as it was commanded them, took Paul 
and brought him by night to Antipatris. [j^] But on the 
morrow they left the horsemen to go with him, and returned 
to the castle : [jj] and they, when they came to Csesarea and 
delivered the letter to the governor, presented Paul also be- 
fore him. [ 34 ] And when he had read it, he asked of what 
province he was; and when he understood that he was of 
Cilicia, [jy] I will hear thee fully, said he, when thine, ac- 
cusers also are come : and he commanded him to be kept in 
Herod^s palace.® 

XXIV 

[i] And after five days the high priest Ananias came 
down with certain elders, and with an orator, one Tertulius;

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■and they informed' the; governor against. .Paul. ; [2]' And 
when he 'was called, Tertullus began to accuse; him, saying, 
Seeing that by thee we enjoy much peace, and that by thy 
providence evils are corrected for this nation, [j] we accept 
it in all ways and in ail places, most excellent Felix, with all 
thankfulness, [.f ] But, that I be not further tedious ■ unto 
thee, I entreat thee to hear us of thy clemency a few words. 
[5] For we have found this man a pestilent fellow, and a 
mover of insurrections among ail the Jews throughout the^ 
world, and a ringleader of the sect of the Nazarenes : [6] 
who moreover assayed to profane the temple: on whom also 
we laid liold:*^ [8] from whom thou wilt be able, by examin- 
ing him thyself, to take knowledge of all these things whereof 
we accuse him. [p] And the Jews also joined in the charge, 
affirming that these things were so. 

[jo] And when the governor had beckoned unto him to 
speak, Paul answered, 

Forasmuch as I know that thou hast been of many years 
a judge unto this nation, I cheerfully make my defence: [u] 
seeing that thou canst take knowledge that it is not more 
than twelve days since I went up to worship at Jerusalem: 
[j2] and neither in the temple did they find me disputing 
with any man or stirring up a crowd, nor in the synagogues, 
nor in the city, [jj] Neither can they prove to thee the 
things whereof they now accuse me. [14] But this I confess 
unto thee, that after the Way which they call a sect, so serve 
I the God of our fathers, believing all things which are ac- 
cording to the law, and v/hich are written in the prophets; 
[J5] having hope toward God, which these also themselves 
look® for, that there shall be a resurrection both of the just 
and unjust, [id] Flerein* I also exercise myself to have a 
conscience void of offence toward God and men always, 
[jy] Now^ after some years I came to bring alms to my 
nation, and offerings: [18] amidst® which they found me 
purified in the temple, with no crowd, nor yet with tumult: 
but there were certain Jews from Asia — [ip] who ought to

But Felix, having more exact knowledge . concerning 
the Way, deferred them, saying, When Lysias the chief cap- 
tain shall come down, I will determine your matter, 

And he gave order to the centurion that he should be kept in 
charge, and should have indulgence; and not to forbid any 
ox his friends to minister unto him. 

1^4] But after certain days, Felix came with Drusilla, his^ 
wife, who was a Jewess, and sent for Paul, and heard him 
concerning the faith in Christ Jesus. [^5] And as he rea- 
soned of righteousness, and self-control, and the judgment to 
come, Felix was terrified, and answered, Go thy way for 
this time; and when I have a convenient season, I will call 
thee unto me. [26] He hoped withal that money would be 
given him of Paul: wherefore also he sent for him the 
oftener, and communed with him. [^y] But when two years 
were fulfilled, Felix was succeeded by Porcius Festus; and 
desiring to gain favor with the Jews, Felix left Paul in bonds. 


XXV 

[j] Festus therefore, having^ come into the province, after 
three days went up to Jerusalem from Csesarea, [^] And the 
chief priests and the principal men of the Jews informed him 
against Paul; and they besought him, [j] asking a favor 
against him, that he would send for him to Jferusalem ; la3dng 
a plot to kill him on the way. [^] Howbeit Festus answered, 
that Paul was kept in charge at Csesarea, and that he him- 
self was about to depart thither shortly. [5] Let them there- 
fore, saitli he, that are of power among you go down wdth 
me, and if there is anything amiss in the man, let them ac- 
cuse him.

had come' down from Jerusalem' stood round about him, 
bringing .against him many and grievous charges which they 
could not prove; [ 5 ] while Paul said, in his defence, Neither 
against the law of the Jews, nor against the temple, nor 
against Cassar, have ! sinned af all. ■ [p] But Fes,tus,, desiring 
to gaiii' favor with, the Jews, answered Paul ' and said, Wilt 
thou go up to Jerusalem, and there be judged of these things 
before me ? [ro] But Paul said, I am standing before Cassaris 
judgment-seat, where I ought to be judged: to the Jews have 
I done no wrong, as thou also very well knowest. [ii] If 
then I am a wroiig-doer, and have committed anything 
worthy of death, I refuse not to die; but if none of those 
things is tnie whereof these accuse me, no man can give^ me 
up unto them. I appeal unto Caesar. [12] Then Festus, 
when he had conferred with the council, answered, Thou 
hast appealed unto Caesar : unto Csssar shalt thou go. 

[jy] Now when certain days were passed, Agrippa the king 
and Bernice arrived at C^sarea, and^ saluted Festus. [/./] 
And as they tarried there many days, Festus laid PaitPs case 
before the king, saying, There is a certain man left a prisoner 
by Felix; [15] about whom, when I was at Jerusalem, the 
chief priests and the elders of the Jews informed me, asking 
for sentence against him. [id] To whom I answered, that 
it is not the custom of the Romans to give'*^ up any man, be- 
fore that the accused have the accusers face to face, and have 
had opportunity to make his defence concerning the matter 
laid against him. [ig] When therefore they were come to- 
gether here, I made no delay, but on the next day sat on the 
judgment-seat, and commanded the man to be brought {18} 
Concerning whom, when the accusers stood up, they brought 
no charge of such evil things as I supposed; [ip] but had 
certain questions against him of their own religion,^ and of 
one Jesus, who was dead, whom Paul affirmed to be alive. 
1^0] And I, being pei'plexed how to inquire concerning these

be judged of these matters, [21] But when Paul had ap- 
pealed to be kept for the decision of the^ emperor, I com- 
manded him to be kept till I should send him to Caesar. [5^] 
And Agrippa said unto Festus, I also could® wish to hear 
the man myself. To-morrow, saith he, thou shalt hear him. 

[^Sl morrow, when Agrippa was come, and Ber- 

nice, with great pomp, and they were entered into the place 
of hearing with the cliieP captains and the principal men of 
the city, at the command of Festus Paul was brought in. 
[^4] And Festus saith, King Agrippa, and all men who are 
here present with us, ye behold this man, about whom all the 
multitude of the Jews made suit to me, both at Jerusalem 
and here, crying that he ought not to live any longer. [^5] 
But I found that he had committed nothing worthy of death : 
and as he himself appealed to the® emperor I determined to 
send him. [^d] Of whom I have no certain thing to write 
unto my lord. Wherefore I have brought him forth before 
you, and specially before thee, king Agrippa, that, after 
examination had, I may have somewhat to write, [s/] For 
it seemeth to me unreasonable, in sending a prisoner, not 
withal to signify the charges against him. 


XXVI 

[1] And Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou art permitted to 
speak for thyself. Then Paul stretched forth his hand, and 
made his defence: 

[2] I think myself happy, king Agrippa, that I am to 
make my defence before thee this day touching all the things 
whereof I am accused by the Jews: [j] especially^ because 
thou art expert in all customs and questions which are 
among the Jews; wherefore I beseech thee to hear me pa- 
tiently. [^] My manner of life then from my youth up, 
which was from the beginning among mine owr nation and 
at Jerusalem, know all the Jews; [5] having knowledge of 
me from the first, if they be willing to testify, that after the

now I stand her^ to be judged for the hope of the promise 
made of God unto our fathers; [7] unto which our 

twelve tribes, earnestly serving God night and day, hope to 
attain. And concerning this hope I am accused by the Jews, 

0 king! [ 8 } Why is it judged incredible with you, if God 
doth raise the dead? [p] I verily thought with myself that 

1 ought to do many things contrary to the name of Jesus of 
Nazareth. [10] And this I also did in Jerusalem ; and I 
both shut up many of the saints in prisons, having received 
authority from the chief priests, and when they were put 
to death I gave iny vote against them, [ii] And punishing 
them oftentimes in all the synagogues, I strove to make them 
blaspheme; and being exceedingly mad against them, I per- 
secuted them even unto foreign cities, [i^] Whereupon® 
as I journeyed to Damascus with the authority and commis- 
sion of the chief priests, [jj] at midday, O king, I saw on the 
way a light from heaven, above the brightness of the sun, 
shining round about me and them that journeyed with me. 
[j^] And when we were all fallen to the earth, I heard a 
voice saying unto me in the Hebrew language, Saul, Saul, 
why persecutest thou me ? it is hard for thee to kick against 
the® goad. [15] And I said, Who art thou. Lord? And the 
Lord said, I am Jesus whom thou persecutest [id] But 
arise, and stand upon thy feet: for to this end have I ap- 
peared unto thee, to appoint thee a minister and a witness 
both of the things wherein* thou hast seen me, and of 
the things wherein I will appear unto thee ; [jy] delivering 
thee from the people, and from the Gentiles, unto whom I 
send thee, [i< 5 ] to open their eyes, that® they may turn from 
darkness to light and from the power of Satan unto God, 
that they may receive remission of sins and an inheritance 
among them that are sanctified by faith in me. [ip] Where- 
fore, O king Agrippa, I was not disobedient unto the heav- 
enly vision ; [20] but declared both to them of Damascus first, 
and at Jerusalem, and throughout all the country of Judaea, 
and also to the Gentiles, that they should repent and turn 
to God, doing works worthy of repentance.® [^i] For this

me. [23] Having therefore obtained the help that is from 
God, I stand unto this day testifying both to small and great, 
saying nothing but what the prophets and Moses did say 
should come; how’^ that the Christ must* suffer, ofsd 
how'*^ that he first by the resurrection of the dead should 
proclaim light both to the people and to the Gentiles. 

[24] And as he thus made his defence, Festus saith with 
a loud voice, Paul, thou art mad; thy much learning is® 
turning thee mad. [.?5] But Paul saith, I am not mad, most 
excellent Festus; but speak f 01-th words of truth and sober- 
ness. [261 For the king knoweth of these things, unto 
whom also I speak freely: for I am persuaded that none of 
these things is hidden from him; for this hath not been done 
in a corner. [27] King Agrippa, belie vest thou the proph- 
ets? I know that thou believest. [28'] And Agrippa said 
unto Paul, Wittf® but little persuasion thou wouldest fain 
make me a Christian, [.?p] And Paul said^ I would to God, 
that whethep^ with little or with much, not thou only, but 
also all that hear me this day, might become such as I am, 
except these bonds. 

[^o] And the king rose up, and the governor, and Ber- 
nice, and they that sat with them: [j/] and when they had 
withdrawn, they spake one to another, saying, This man doeth 
nothing worthy of death or of bonds, [j.?] And Agrippa 
said unto Festus, This man might have been set at liberty, if 
he had not appealed unto Csesar. 


XXVII 

[i] And when it was determined that weshould sail for Italy, 
they delivered Paul and certain other prisoners to a centurion 
named Julius, of the AugUvStan band.^ [2] And embark- 
ing in a ship of Adramyttium, which was about to sail unto 
the places on the coast of Asia, we put to sea, Aristarchus, 
a Macedonian of Thessalonica, being with us. [j] And

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the next day we touched at Sidon : and Julius treated Paul 
kindly, and gave him leave to go unto his friends and re- 
irph"' him^^^^ [4] 'And putting to sea ; from ' thence,' we 

sailed under the lee of Cyprus, because the winds were con- 
trary, [5] And when we had sailed across the sea which is 
off Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came to Myra, a city of Lycia. 
[d] And there the centurion found a ship of , Alexandria 
sailing for Italy; and he put us therein. [7] And when we 
had sailed slowly many days, and were come with difficulty 
over against Cnidus, the wind not further® suffering us, 
we sailed under the lee of Crete, over against Salmone; 
[^] and with difficulty coasting along it we came unto a 
certain place called Fair Havens; nigh wliereunto was the 
city of Lasea. 

[p] And when much time was spent, and the voyage was 
now dangerous, because the Fast was now already gone by, 
Paul admonished them, [10] and said unto them, Sirs, I 
perceive that the voyage will be with injury and much loss, 
not only of the lading and the ship, but also of our lives, 
[ii] But the centurion gave more heed to the master 
and to the owner of the ship, than to those things which 
were spoken by Paul. And because the haven 

was not commodious to winter in, the more part ad- 
vised to put to sea from thence, if by any means they 
could reach Phoenix, and winter there; which is a haven of 
Crete, looking north-easp and south-east. [15] And when 
the south wind blew softly, supposing that they had obtained 
their purpose, they weighed anchor and sailed along Crete, 
close in shore, [i^;] But after no long time there beat down 
from it a tempestuous wind, which is called Etiraquilo : [15] 
and when the ship was caught, and could not face the wind, 
we gave way to it, and were driven. [16] And running 
under the lee of a small island called Cauda,® we., were able, 
with difficulty, to secure the boat: [i/j and when they had 
hoisted it up, they used helps, under-girding the ship; and, 
fearing lest they should be cast upon the Syrtis, they lowered 
the gear, and so were driven. [iS] And as we labored ex- 
ceedingly with the storm, the next day they began to throw

when neither sun nor stars shone upon for many days, 
and no small tempest lay on ail hope that we should be 
saved was now taken away, [ei] And when they had been 
long without food, then Paul stood forth in the midst of 
them, and said, Sirs, ye should have hearkened unto me, and 
not have set sail from Crete, and have gotten this injury 
and loss. [22] And now I exhort you to be of good cheer ; 
for there shall be no loss of life among you, but oiiiy of the 
ship. [2^] For there stood by me this night an angel of the 
God whose I am, whom also I serve, [^4] saying. Fear not, 
Paul; thou must stand before Caesar: and lo, God hath 
granted thee all them that sail with thee. [^5] Where- 
fore, sirs, be of good cheer: for I believe God, that it shall 
be even so as it hath been spoken unto me. [26] But we 
must be cast upon a certain island. 

[2/] But when the fourteenth night was come, as we were 
driven to and fro in the sea of Adria, about midnight the 
sailors surmised that they were drawing near to some 
country : and they sounded, and found twenty fathoms ; 

and after a little space, they sounded again, and found fifteen 
fathoms, [^p] And fearing lest haply we should be cast 
ashore on rocky ground, they let go four anchors from the 
stern, and wished'^ for the day. [jo] And as the sailors were 
seeking to flee out of the ship, and had lowered the boat 
into the sea, under color as though they would lay out an- 
chors from the foreship, [j/] Paul said to the centurion 
and to the soldiers, Except these abide in the ship, ye cannot 
be saved, [j^] Then the soldiers cut away the ropes of the 
boat, and let her fall off. [jj] And while the day was 
coming on, Paul besought them all to take some food, say- 
ing, This day is the fourteenth day that ye wait and continue 
fasting, having taken nothing. [?//] Wherefore I beseech 
you to take some food : for this is for your safety ; for there 
shall not a hair perish from the head of any of you. 
1.35] And when he had said this, and had taken bread, he 
gave thanks to God in the presence of all ; and he brake 
it, and began to eat. [jd] Then were they ali of good cheer,

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and tliemselves also took food, [j/] And we were in all in 
the ship two hundred threescore and sixteen souls. [^5] And 
when they had eaten enough, they lightened the ship, throw- 
ing out the wheat into the sea. [jp] And when it was day, 
they knew not the land : but they perceived a certain bay with a 
beach, and they took counsel whether they could drive® the ship 
upon it. [40] And casting off the anchors, they left them in 
the sea, at the same time loosing the bands of the rudders; 
and hoisting up the foresail to the wind, they made for the 
beach. I41} But lighting upon a place where two seas met, 
they ran the vessel aground; and the foreship struck and 
remained unmoveable, but the stern began to break up by 
the violence of the waves. And the soldiers' counsel 

was to kill the prisoners, lest any of them should swim out, 
and escape, [^j] But the centurion, desiring to save Paul, 
stayed them from their purpose; and commanded that they 
W'ho could swim should cast themselves overboard, and get 
first to the land; [44^ and the rest, some on planks, and 
some on other things from the ship. And so it came to 
pass, that they all escaped safe to the land. 


XXVIII 

[j] And when we were escaped, then we knew that the is- 
land was called Melita.^ [s'] And the barbarians showed us no 
common kindness: for they kindled a fire, and received us 
all, because of the present rain, and because of the cold, 
[y] But when Paul had gathered a bundle of sticks and laid 
them on the fire, a viper came out by* reason of the heat, 
and fastened on his hand. [4] And when the barbarians 
saw the venomous creature hanging from his hand, they 
said one to another, No doubt this man is a murderer, whom, 
though he hath escaped from the sea, yet Justice hath not suf- 
fered to live. [5] Howbeit he shook off the creature into 
the fire, and took no harm. [6] But they expected that he 
would have swollen, or fallen down dead suddenly: but 
when they were long in expectation and beheld nothing amiss

[y] Now in the neighborhood of that place w^ere lands 
belonging to the chief .man of the island,' named Publin^ 
.who;:. received' 'Its, and entertained .us three .days courteous!}^, 
[< 5 ] And it was so, that the father of Publius lay sick of 
fever and dysentery : unto whom Paul entered in, and 
prayed, and la3dng his hands on him healed Mm. [p] And 
v/hen this wzs done, the rest . also' that had ' .diseases in ' the' 
island came, and were cured: [lo] who also honored us 
with many honors; and when we sailed, they put on board 
such things as we needed. 

[ji] And after three months we set sail in a ship of Alex- 
andria which had wintered in the island, whose sign was 
The® Twin Brothers, [12] And touching at Syracuse, we 
tarried there three days, [ij] And from thence we made^ 
a circuit, and arrived at Rhegium: and after one day a 
south wind sprang up, and on the second day we came to 
Puteoli; [14] where we found brethren, and were entreated 
to tarry with them seven days: and so we came to Rome. 
[15] And from thence the brethren, when they heard of 
us, came to meet us as far as The Market of Appius and 
The Three Taverns; vrhom when Paul saw, he thanked God, 
and took courage. 

[/d] And when we entered into Rome, Paiif was suffei-ed 
to abide by himself with the soldier that guarded him. 

[ly] And it came to pass, that after three days he called 
together those® that were the chief of the Jews: and when 
they were come together, he said unto them, I, brethren, 
though I had done nothing against the people, or the cus- 
toms of our fathers, yet was delivered prisoner from Jeru- 
salem into the hands of the Romans: [j^] who, when they 
had examined me, desired to set me at liberty, because there 
was no cause of death in me. [ip] But when the Jews spake 
against it, I was constrained to appeal unto Qesar; not that 
I had aught whereof to accuse my nation. [^0] For this 
catise therefore did I eiitreap you to see and to speak with

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for because of the hope of Israel I am bGund with 
this chain, [^i] And they said unto him, We neither re- 
ceived letters from Jud^a concerning thee, nor did any of 
the brethren come hither and report or speak any harm of 
thee. [5-^] But we desire to hear of thee what thou tliink- 
est : for as concerning this sect, it is known to us that every- 
where it is spoken against. 

[^j] And when they had appointed him a day, they came 
to him into his lodging in great number ; to whom he ex- 
pounded matter, testifying the kingdom of God, arid 
persuading them concerning Jesus, both from the law of 
Moses and from the prophets, from morning till evening. 
[24] And some believed the things which were spoken, and 
some disbelieved. [^5] And when they agreed not among 
themselves, they departed after that Paul had spoken one 
word, Well spake the Holy Spirit through Isaiah the 
prophet unto your fathers, [^d] saying, 

Go thou unto this people, and say, 

By hearing ye shall hear, and shall in no wise under- 
stand ; 

And seeing ye shall see, and shall in no wise perceive : 
[27] For this people's heart is waxed gross, 

And their ears are dull of hearing, 

And their eyes they have closed; 

Lest haply they should perceive with their eyes. 

And hear with their ears, 

And understand with their heart. 

And should turn again, 

And I should heal them. 

[^ 5 ] Be it known therefore unto you, that this salvation of 
God is sent unto the Gentiles: they will also hear.® 

[jo] And he abode two whole years in his own hired 
dwelling, and received all that went in unto him, [ji] 
preaching the kingdom of God, and teaching the things con- 
cerning the Lord Jesus Christ with all boldness, none for- 
bidding him.
